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CAN GERMANY’S PETROLEUM 
MONOPOLY SUCCEED? 


With the announcement of diplomatic 
recognition of the relations between 
this country and Germany involved in 
the proposal of the latter to establish a 
petroleum monopoly designed to wrest 
the control of the empire’s illuminating 
oil trade from a leading American com- 
pany, one may well appreciate the seri- 
ous status the situation has assumed, 
and the complications it may engender. 
So far the diplomatic overtures appear 
to be of inquiring and precursory sig- 
nificance, but there can be no doubt 
that our federal officials are prepared 
to act more emphatically on the assur- 
ance of any violation of treaty rights 
or on the authority vested by the tariff 
law. The gravamen of the situation as 
so far defined would seem to lie in the 
privilege conferred by the proposed bill 
to acquire by expropriation, if neces- 
sary, the existing plants, equipments 
and stocks of the company operating 
in Germany through its American as- 
sociation, which have attained an 
estimated valuation of $25,000,000, and in 
this respect the diplomatic negotiations 
between the two governments have 
probably their most reasonable founda- 
tion. So far as the question of the 
means by which the proposed monopoly 
is to undertake the illuminating oil 
business in Germany, there may be oc- 
casiorn to doubt the pertinacy of dip- 
lomatic procedure, if no treaty right 
violation can be construed or if the 
maximum and minimum clause of the 
tariff act fails to afford a basis. 

Every development of the monopoly 
scheme so far seems to have marked 
the dominating bearing of German’s 
great ‘“‘protective principle,” and in this 
case its application has undoubtedly 
been intensified by the drastic effect 
it was calculated to have upon an im- 
portant. American industry, whose ca- 
reer in its own country has. been in-. 
volyed in fundamental complications. 
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That this company through its German 
subsidiary should have attained a mas- 
tery of the German petroleum trade by 
its exceptional resources and distinctive 
marketing methods naturally tended to 
foster a spirit of patriotic resentment, 
overshadowing the economical advan- 
tages accruing from the rule of Ameri- 
can practices. Primarily there was the 
powerful hostility from interested 
sources, from the banks which are be- 
lieved to be heavily interested in the 
Russian, Roumanian and _ Galician 
fields, in which the banks foresaw a 
ray of hope of long-deferred returns on 
their investments with the smothering 
of American competition, and from 
the so-called middlemen, whose profits 
had been reduced to a negligible stage 
by the directness of the American sys- 
tem in meeting the consuming wants. 
Supplying the masses with a cheaper 
and better illuminant than was avail- 
able from other sources does not ap- 
pear as yet to have entered into the 
consideration of the monopoly promot- 
ers, but there have been evidences that 
organized opposition was crystallizing 
on behalf of the consuming ranks, al- 
ready chafing under the oppression of 
excessive taxation, which will undoubt- 
edly reflect a formidable sentiment 
against the bill in the Reichstag. 

Since the subject has assumed such 
widespread interest and discussion, 
there have been indications of increas- 
ing difficulties in the way of enactment 
by the Imperial Parliament. According 
to recent cable advices, the Berlin Fed- 
eral Council, while adopting the petro- 
leum monopoly bill, stipulated an im- 
portant modification with the view of 
assuring the disinterested control of the 
operating company rather than allow- 
ing it to be financed by the banks 
which are believed to be so largely con- 
cerned in the success of the European 
petroleum fields. We are advised that 
the Hamburg Chamber of Commerce 
and Federal Council have expressed 
their opposition to the measure. What- 
ever may be the outcome of diplomatic 
treatment between the two govern- 
ments regarding this scheme, and one 
is probably safe in minimizing this 
phase of this situation, it is in the con- 
sideration of its economical aspect that 
the flimsiness of Germany’s position is 
most clearly shown, and unless she is 
willing to pocket her pride and cry a 
halt in the proceedings, she is likely 
to emerge from the undertaking with 
even a less dignified experience. 


The more one applies the cold hard 
reasoning of statistical facts as well 
as the value of disinterested but well- 
founded opinion the more he is im- 
pressed with Germany’s dependence 
upon the sources of illuminating oil 
supplies she is antagonizing. The em- 
pire’s requirements of this product ap- 
proximate 700,000 tons annually, and of 
this amount it is estimated that eignty 
per cent. is of American origin, with 
probably sixty-five per cent. of the 
trade falling to the share of the com- 
pany which has been most zealous in 
the development of foreign markets. In 
a publication by the German subsidiary 
of the American company, which we 
publish elsewhere in this issue, are 
given many impressive facts concern- 
cerning its sale of illuminating oil in 
Germany, and the reasonable bearing 
upon the country’s interests of the 
proposed monopoly. The question as 
to why the conferences on the subject 
were carricd on secretly, barring any 
representation from the company which 
had so much at stake upon the outcome, 
finds its answer in the official declara- 
tion that the proceedings were con- 
ducted so as to protect the public from 
exploitation at the company’s hands. 
According to the company’s statement 
the average price of kerosene in Ger- 
many from 1893 to 1911 was slightly 
less than sixteen pfennigs per liter, 
which had yielded good returns to the 
company, whereas the high price limit 
established by the monopoly propo- 
sition and one that, it was stated, was 
commonly known to be contemplated 
was twenty-one pfennigs where the 
tank delivery system existed, and one- 
half a pfennig more where there were 
no tank stations, which prices had 
never been asked in Germany. Tris 
difference of five pfennigs was com- 
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puted as signifying that the German 
people must pay fifty million marks 
additional “for their great good for- 
tune in having a petroleum monopoly.” 
The possibility of substituting the tank 
wagon system by barrel deliveries from 
warehouse was mentioned as one tend- 
ing to increase expenses of handling 
and retrograding to the old dirty, leaky 
and dangerous methods of distribution. 
Another argument of apparent sound- 


ness is advanced to the effect that in- 
creased prices must result in a lessen- 
ing consumption in favor of gas and 
electricity, and the question of its rela- 
tion to the government's import reve- 


nues is reasonably raised, 

The monopoly promoters have been 
eager to create the impression that 
their proposal was not aimed at 
“American oil as such,” and it is known 
that they have been zealously court- 
ing the so-called independent com- 
panies here with a view of supple- 
menting the supplies from Russia, 
Roumania and Galicia. These methods 
are reported to have.gone so far as to 
cover negotiation for the purchase of 
interests in several concerns ‘refining 
a dependable quantity of illuminating 
oil. Germany’s dependence upon these 
sources in this country is not calculated 
to be realized to a material extent. 
While their combined production is 
considerable, it must be borne in mind 
that their foreign markets have been 
developed on a scale that would not 
permit any material expansion in one 
direction without imperilling estab- 
lished trade elsewhere. There is ap- 
parently no incentive to favor Germany 
at the expense of other consuming 
countries, and even if there were the 
process of diverting the regular chan- 
nels of commerce would necessarily be 
so slow as to bes of little practical 
effect upon such a revolutionized in- 
dustry as contemplated by the elimina- 
tion of the principal American com- 
pany. There are growing fields of con- 
sumption throughout the world which 
are being gradually exploited, and the 
larger refining concerns are confident 
of building up a substantially larger 
trade as soon as the present stringency 
of shipping facilities can be relieved. 
This raises another point which is 
likely to militate against Germany’s 
plans, for even if plenty of American 
oil were available for her wants under 
the proposed readjustment of the busi- 
ness, shipments could not be expedited 
under the present conditions. It is 
well known that the producing fields 
of this country yielding the highest 
proportion of illuminating oil are on 
a declining scale, and it is in these 
fields that the company which may find 
itself ousted from the German trade 
occupies the strongest position. The 
experience of other American indus- 
tries in Germany, notably beef and in- 
surance, whereby the application of 
the “protective principle” has entailed 
many annoyances and trade disparage- 
ments to the foreign companies, has 
been advanced as a reason why the 
other petroleum companies here should 
hesitate before committing themselves 
generally to the support of Germany’s 
plans. 

In the proposal for the monopoly ap- 
pears a reference of trust to the busi- 
ness-like management of the American 
company, sought to be displaced, for a 
continuance of its trade relations with 
the empire under the new order. 
Whether this company, if ousted from 
its present position in Germany, would 
find it expedient to leave that country 
out of further reckoning entirely is a 
question that does not admit of prac- 
tical consideration at this time. In the 
statement issued by its German sub- 
sidiary appears the following signifi- 
cant comment on this point:—‘That is 
to say that the Standard Oil Company 
will calmly step down and turn over 
the needed supply to the marketing 
company which has driven it out of 
business, which it has been forty years 
in building up, with the greatest ef- 
fectiveness and at the very cheapest 
price. This certainly would appear to 
be about the weakest foundation possi- 
ble upon which to build a petroleum 
monopoly. A house built upon such a 
foundation would certainly come down 
some day with a crash,” 
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OUR FOREIGN TRADE RELA- 
TIONS. 


The record of exports and imports in 
the Reporter’s trades, based on the sta- 
tistics covering September and the nine 
month of the calendar year, proves 2? 
fairly accurate barometer of the coun- 
try’s foreign business, gains being 
shown in both instances. The general 
exports for September reached a valu- 
ation of $199,678,062, as against $195,798,- 
647 for the same month previously, 
while nine months’ totals are given as 
$1,616,160,269 in 1912, and $1,455,501,334 
in 1911. In the Reporter’s field the 
value of the outgoing trade was $23,187,- 
908, and $21,422,932 for September, 1912 
and 1911, respectively, and for the nine 
months are recorded $205,175,360 in 1912, 
and $178,293,523 in 1911. Concerning the 
imports the country’s general require- 
ments for September amounted to $144,- 
$06,493, comparing with $125,171,644 for 
the same month last year, bringing the 
aggregate for nine months to $1,333,169,- 
727 in 1912, and $1,132,917,185 in 1911. In 
the Reporter’s realm September im- 
ports reached $13,476,133 in 1912, and 
$13,076.902 in 1911, and for the nin3 
months’ period are hsown $136,488,669 
in 1912, and $121,274,469 in 1911. 

Treating first the export data of par- 
ticular interest, we find on the compar’- 
son of September returns gains in glass 
and glassware, glucose and grape sugar, 
hops, mineral and vegetable oils, paraf- 
fine and paraffine wax, perfumeries. 
toilet preparations and cosmetics 
soap and starch, while losses are shown 
in the items of the chemical classifi- 
cation, fertilizers, glue, naval stores. 
animal oils, paints, pigments and var- 
nishes, cottonseed and flaxseed. Of 
more favorable significance are the st°- 
tistics covering the nine months of the 
last two vears, as the only classifica- 
tions noting a decreased outlet are fer- 
tilizers. naval stores and starch. 

Mineral oils maintain their command- 
ing lead on the nine months’ returns 
with a total of $92,995,156 for the cur- 
rent period, as against $79,972,240 for the 
same time last year. The illuminatine 
product was the only item which failed 
to share the expansion, and the most 
significant gains were in the naphthas 
and fuel and power oils. The substan- 
tial growth In ofl cake and meal ship- 
ments entitled that grouping to second 
place in the Reporter’s Industries, the 
current nine months’ valuation attain- 
ing $19,458,222, as against $12,364,704 pre- 
viously. The cottonseed product takes 
the greater credit, having risen from 
$5,833,509 to $9,946,975, but linseed is a 
close second, showing a gain from 
$5,682,157 to $8,673,279. Naval stores 
press oil cake and meal closely for sec- 
ond place, but the record of the former 
for the current nine months is dis- 
paraged by that of the previous period 
by $19,362,328, against $20,397,010. The 
loss is charged chiefly against turpen- 
tine, the value of the exports falling 
from $8,181,190 to $7,099,713, but the vol- 
ume relation is reversed, 15,174,358 gal- 
Ions having been shipped during the 
nine months of this year, as compared 
with 12,711,540 gallons for the correspond- 
ing period in 1911. Rosin constitutes 
the greater part of our naval stores ex- 
port trade as to valuation, with a 
slight gain on the nine months’ com- 
parison from $12,065,459 to $12,092,909, but 
here, too, there was a shrinkage in 
quantities from 1,787,649 to 1,767,210 bar-

There was a sub- 
stantial increase in crude sulphur ex- 
ports, 41,123 tons ($772,774), as compared 
with. 23,793 tons ($459,190). 

Vegetable oils also appear to advan- 
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tage in the later export record, with a

5538 a year ago. Cottonseed oil eclipses 
all other items in the classification 
with a gratifying gain in its foreign 
fields. There are shown shipments of 
260,845,448 pounds ($15,767,327) for the 
nine months of this year, and 186,801,- 
274 pounds ($13,671,851) for the same 
period in 1911. The movement in cot- 
tonseed also involved a much heavier 
volume for the later interval, 32,557,- 
380 pounds ($374,600), as compared with 
10,777,878 pounds ($158,670), prev iously. 
Corn oil fell from 21,139,232 pounds 
($1,353,525) to 16,316,470 pounds ($1,021,- 
131). There was an expanding move- 
ment in linseed oil exports, but the 
increment in values was not propor- 
tionate to that in volume. For this 


year’s period there are recorded 185,- 
045 gallons ($147,860), while the 1911 sta- 
tistics show 153,155 gallons ($144,662), 
In this connection the shipments of 
flaxseed are of interest as marking a 
material and almost consistent gain 
in volume and value, from 890 bushels 
($2,331) to 4,280 bushels ($12,046). 

With reference to the import statis- 
tics covering our trades, there are to 
be noted gains, on the basis of Septem-

Crude 
dyewoods imports appear to much bet-

Our requirements 
of spices have also assumed a heavier

OBITUARY. 


Edward Charles Spurge. 
Edward Charles Spurge, general man- 
ager of the Ozone Vanillin Company of 
Niagara Falls, N. Y., and a noted chem- 
ist, died Wednesday, November 6, in the 
laboratory of that company as a result of 
accidental inhalation of the fumes of 


hydrocyanie acid with which he was con- 
ducting some experiments. Funeral serv- 
ices, which were held in the University 
Club of Niagara Falls, Friday, No- 
vember 8 were conducted by the Rev. 
Philip Wheeler Mosher, rector of St. 
Peter's (Episcopal) Church, of which Mr. 
Spurge was a cOmmunicant, and the in- 
terment occurred in Oakwood Cemetery in 
that city. 

The experiments which Mr. Spurge was 
conducting when overcome by the fumes 
of the acid were undertaken by him for 
the purpose of incorporating the results in 
a scientific treatise which he was prepar- 
ing to read the following day at a con- 
ference of chemists and research experts 
to be held at the laboratories of Fitz- 
gerald & Bennie in the same city. For 
several years Mr. Spurge had suffered 
from a slight affection of the heart, 
which, it is believed, made him excep- 
tionally susceptible to the escaping fumes 
of the acids. 

Mr. Spurge was considered one of the 
foremost chemists of the day. He was 
born in Witham, Essex, England, where 
his aged father and mother, as well as a 
sister and brother, still reside. He was a 
graduate of the University of London, 
where he completed his course with dis- 
tinguished honors and obtained the de- 
gree of bachelor of science. Later he 
received the degree of Fellow of the In- 
stitute of Chemistry. For several years 
he pursued research work in Germany, 
France and Italy. He came to the United 
States in the summer of 194 and subse- 
quently took up a residence in the Uni- 
versity Club in Niagara Falls, where he 
lived until married, on August 31 last, to 
aw Louis Taylor-Fox, in Evansville, 
nd, 

Upon learning of Mr. Spurge’s demise 
members of the University Club held a 
special meeting, at which they passed 
resolutions expressing their sorrow and 
tendering the use of their clubhouse to 
Mrs. Spurge, who was prostrated at her 
husband's tragic death. Members of the 
Employers’ Association, with which he 
also was connected, called an adjourn- 
ment of their meetings for a month out 
of respect for him. 

Mr. Spurge was a member of the Amer- 
ican Electro-Chemical Society, the Amer- 
ican Chemical Society, the International 
Congress of Applied Chemistry, the So- 
ciety of Chemical Industry and the Chem- 
ists’ Club in New York city. He was 
likewise prominent in the social life of 
Niagara Falis, being a member of the 
Niagara Club and Niagara Falls Country 
Club, of which he was chairman of the 
Tennis Committee, as well as of the 
Niagara Falis Tennis Club, of which he 
was a former president. He was also a 
former president of the University Club. 








Walter H. Field. 


Walter H. Field, one of the oldest cot- 
tonseed oil men in the industry, died at 
his home in Cincinnati, O., on November 
14, in the sixty-fourth year of his age. 
Mr. Field came from a Rhode Island 
family and in his early manhood pursued 
the hardware trade. Later he became as- 
sociated with the cotton oil firm of John 
V. Lewis & Co., and soon assumed the 
oifice of junior member of that concern. 
He held this position until the company 
was taken over by the American Cotton 
Oil Company. 

Mr. Field has been secretary, treasurer 
and vice-president of the American Cot- 
ton Oi] Company, of Ohio, since 1889, He 


has seen the wonderful transformation of 
the cottonseed as a waste product into 
one of the great industries of the United 
States. He has witnessed the. number of 
oil mills multiply by leaps and bounds 
from seven establishroents in 1860 to S45 
in 1912, with millions of dollars capital in- 
vested, and the product finding its way 
to almost every part of the globe. His 
sterling character commanded the esteem 
of his associates, both in business and 
in private life, and his loss will be 
mourned by a large circle of friends.

The annual report of the American Cot- 
ton Oil Company shows an increase in

business. Apropos this point, President 
it.

“The directors have carefully considered’ 
the question of disposition of the surplus 
earnings of the year, $1,314,582, and have 
reached the conclusion that the interest 
of the shareholders and the permanent 
prosperity of the company will be best 
served by utilizing these earnings in the 
development of the business of the com- 
pany.”’ 

Regarding basic conditions, Mr. Munro 
says:— 

The cotton crop, upon which your company 
depends for the supply of the major portion 
of its raw material—cottonseed—for the season 
1911-12, was the largest in the history of this 
country. 

TheiJarge cotton crop did not, however, yield 
to the oil mills a proportionately large quantity 
of cottonseed, because in some sections consid- 
erable quantities became damaged, while being 
held by the planters for nigher prices, and a 
larger quantity than usual was used for ferti. 
lizer and cattle-feeding purposes, being rela- 
tively cheaper than commercial fertilizers or 
other available feedstuffs. 

The stocks of oil brought over at the begin- 
ning of the year were comparatively small, and 
owing to a scarcity of other edible fats abroad 
there was an urgent demand for cottonseed 
oil during September and part of October, with 
a sharp advance in price, which led to exces- 
sive prices being paid for cottonseed. When 
the demand was satisfied prices for oil and cot- 
tonseed receded to considerably lower levels 
than obtained in the previous year. 

The cottonseed oil exported by all refining 
companies was 1,054,000 barrels, or 65 per cent. 
more than the previous year.

to any one of our active plants.

Western Seed and Oil Markets 


According to the reports received here 
there is a marked scarcity of oil in East- 
ern territory. Crushers there have not 
yet been able to operate to any extent, 
and they are all buying a little oil here 
and there to fill rush orders with. They 
are, however, drawing heavily on the 
Northwest for supplies of raw material, 
and the stocks on hand and in transit will 
enable them to start up right away. 
With oil supplies so restricted one would 
naturally expect heavier buying than has 
prevailed here in the last week, but buy- 
ers have shown decided tendencies toward 
holding back. A great many are, of 
course, buying for their current require- 
ments and also placing orders for future 
peods, but a majority are still unprovided 
or. 

Some very low prices are reported to 
have been made here recently. An East- 
ern crusher who bought oil in Minneapo- 
lis a tew weeks ago at 40c., when others 
were asking 42@45c., in the last week 
claimed to have been offered bulk oil at 
as low as 37c. This is equivalent to 39%c. 
per gallon in barrels. Whether he bought 
at this price or not is not reported, This 
is the lowest quotation heard of this year 
in this market. Other manufacturers Say 
they could not sell the oil at this price ex- 
cept at a heavy loss. The general asking 
price to-day is 4244@45c. for raw oil in bar- 
rels, car lots, f. o. b. Minneapolis, for 
either prompt or deferred delivery. 

Crushers say that the prices being 
named for oil by some manufacturers are 
demoralizing. They cannot account for 
them in any other way but that they are 
made for their indirect effect on the seed 
market or with a view to accumulating 
orders on books and thereby insure a 
steady run during the winter and take 
chances on the prices of raw material de- 
clining later. In either event they look 
like speculation pure and simple and do 
not lend stability to the market. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE AND MEAL, 

Export inquiry for linseed oil cake is 
extremely light, Foreign importers show 
little or no interest in the market, and 
the few bids received from them are be- 
low a trading basis. A few little lots 
have been sold this week to American ex- 
porters at better prices than could have 
been obtained from importers. They were 
doubtless placed by exporters who have 
ocean tonnage space reserved at less than 
current rates, 

The rate situation is very firm. So far 
it does not show any signs of weakening. 
it was reported here early in the week 
that large Eastern crushers hid booked 
space for approximately 20,000 tons of cake 
for January-April shipment at 22%c. per 
100 pounds New York to Antwerp. This 
means $4.50 a ton. 

Cake could be bought here to-day for 
prompt shinment at $26.50 a ton and De- 
cember-February at $26. These quotations 
are $5.50@6 a ton lower than a year ago, 
but even at that buyers do not seem anx- 
ious to take hold. The mills, however. 
have enough orders on their books to take 
care of the production for the next few 
weeks and consequently they are not 
greatly concerned over the present light 
demand, 

The same inertness seen in the export 
market is duplicated in the domestic. 
Buyers here absolutely refuse to become 
interested in linseed oil meal at areund 
anything like the present level. srokers 
who come in contact with the smaller 
country dealers find it difficult to sell 
them even in three and _ five-ton lots, 
There is an abundance of feeding stuffs of 
alinost every description in the country 
at prices’ relatively lower than have 
ranged for a couple of years or more, 
and with prices of everything else on the 
toboggan linseed oil meal is neglected. Of 
course, buyers must take hold sooner or 
later, as a certain amount of oil meal is 
needed for conditioning stock, but buyers 
will wait until the mills are not so well 
supplied with export orders and then they 
think they can get what thev need at 
lower prices. While some mills are ask- 
ing nominally $29429.00 per ton for meal 
f. o. h, Minneanolis in car lots, others say 
it is doubtful if sales could be made now 
at ahove $28.25@28.00. Where offers at the 
lowest limits have been made by mills ac- 
ceptances were not at all free. Offerings. 
of course, for the time heinge are limited. 
as mills are operating almost exclusively 
on export orders hooked during the sum- 
mer and early autumn.

The Duluth Market.

Duluth, Nov. 13, 1912. 


The flaxseed market of Duluth during 
the week closing to-day has fluctuated 
within a very narrow. range. favoring 
neither the bears nor the bulls for any 
long period of time. To-day the Duluth 
market closed with cash and November 
flaxseed 1%c. higher than a week ago, 


s not much of a change for an 
vane eels. On the Winnipeg market 
likewise the changes have been slight, and 
the week's transactions have made 
searcely any altemtions in the flaxseed 
values. 

The receipts of flaxse 


and Winnipeg have hee ‘ 
tables below show that the receipts at 


Duluth have not tallen far short of 
1,500,000 bushels, But the demand also has 
been good, and the result has been a large 
volume of trading. Crushers have bought 
well, evidently believing that the present 
state of the market furnishes as good an 
opportunity of buying flaxseed at low 
prices as they will see for some time. 

The fiaxseed sellers in the country have 
of the opinion that flaxseed is too 
cheap and that it will go higher. They 
showed this by their heavy purchases of 
the May option, Instead of taking cash 
for their seed they have been taking the 
May option, thinking the cash price too 
low and believing that the price of flax- 
seed will work higher in the middle of 
winter and that they cain then sell their 
May option at a profit Whether their 
judgment is geod remains to he seen. s 
" It is certain that there is a vast deal of 
flaxseed in the country. A prominent 
Duluth flaxseed dealer who has been com- 
municating on this subject with country 
agents has come to the conc lusion that 
about a third of the flaxseed yield of this 
vear in the State of North Dakota has 
been threshed, He believes that another 
third will be threshed by next spring if 
the weather is fairly favorable, giving the 
farmers the usual chances of getting win- 
ter threshing done 

There is no doubt that the movement 
of the flaxseed crop is late, as there were 
ether grains, notably wheat, that the 
farmers deemed it wise to handle first, 
before bothering with the flaxseed, Yet, 
even though there is but a minor fraction 
of the flaxseed threshed as yet, the re- 
ceipts have been far in excess of those 
of last vear. The receipts of flaxseed on 
the Duluth market since August 1, 1912, 
almount to 4,656,727 bushels, against only 
280,905 bushels during the corresponding 
period last year. The shipments of flax- 
seed from Duluth since August 1, 1912 
have been — 2,269,684 bushels, against 
2.196.643 bushels during the corresponding 
period of last year. There is thus an 
enormous increase in receipts, but not so 
lorge an increase tn shipments. The flax- 
seed on hand in the Duluth elevators has 
steadily been increasing in quantity, for 
the receipts have been larger than the 
shipments. And yet reports on apparently 
good authority say that the movement of 
the flaxseed crop has been very back- 
ward on account of the big crops of other 
grains that have stood in the way and 
that only about a third of the flaxseed 
vield of this vear has vet been threshed. 
Surely there is Httle in such a situation 
to give the flaxseed bulls any hope. 

Car receipts of flaxseed at Duluth and 
Winnipeg show big gains, though there 
has been some falling off at Minneapolis. 
Minneanolis is still backward in the bid- 
ding. Duluth is the better market of the 
two. and therefore Duluth gets the bulk 
of the cars. Crushers at Minneapolis get 
all the flaxseed thev want without at- 
tempting to overbid Duluth. 

At Duluth during the week ending to-day 
the total number of cars of flaxseed re- 
ceived was 1,215. against 1,076 during the 
week before, and 694 during the week end- 
ing a vear ago to-day: Minneapolis, week

LINSEED OIL. 

Further slight recessions were made in 
linseed oil prices this week, and the mar- 
ket closed with raw oil quoted at 4ic. a 
gallon in carload lots, while boiled was 
held at 4tc. a gallon. Single-barrel lots 
were down to 48c. a gallon for raw ana 
4sc, a gallon for the boiled. ‘Trade was 
very quiet, with buyers confining pur- 
chases to most pressing needs and keep- 
ing stucks in stores closely cleaned up. 
Futures met witha spasmodic inquiry, sell- 
ing briskly on certain days and being al- 
most entirely without animation on oth- 
ers. The quotation was lowered at 48c. a 
gallon for January forward shipments, 
but many of the largest buyers were hold- 
ing back, still predicting that they would 
get an opportunity to fill their wants at 
Wc. a gallon before the market made any 
permanent advance. The inclination 
among other consumers appeared to be to 
wait until they found out what influence 
the closing of navigation would have on 
the market for flaxseed. This, crushers 
said, was keeping many consumers from 
making commitments at this time. 


LINSEED OIL CAKE. 

quiet prevailed in the market for lin- 
seed oil cake, and the nominal price de- 
clined $1 a ton to $29, f. o. b. Chicago. 
High-ocean rates were held responsible 
for the absence of any strong export in- 
quiry, and manufacturers do not believe 
there will be any material improvement 
unless prices of cake decline sufficiently to 
offset the increase cost of shipping. It is 
estimated that the higher ocean freights 
ruling this season have cost exporters of 
wheat, corn, Outs, fiaxseed, oil cake, cot- 
ton, cottonseed oil and provisions $25,000,- 
000 more than last year, which sum is be- 
ing pocketed by the owners of foreign 
shipping. %

The Flaxseed Crop, 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 13, 1912. 

The weather has been favorable for tlax 
threshing this week in the Northwest, 
with the exception of that portion of 
North Dakota which was visited by a 
heavy snowstorm two weeks ago. ‘This 
territory embraces the central northern 
part of the State and the northwestern 
corner, and covers probably 15 per cent. 
of the entire area, It is said to be a heavy 
flax producer. The snow is still on the 
sround, and rain there within the last day 
or two further aggravates the situation. 
In this particular territory very little 
threshing has been accomplished to date. 
In the southern part of North Dakota and 
throughout Minnesota and South Dakota 
the work is practically completed. 

The following reports have been re- 
ceived from North Dakota in the last two 
days, and are estimates of the portion of 
the flax crop still unthreshed in these 
localities:—Bottineau, 40 per cent.; Man- 
dan, 40 per cent.; Cavalier, 30 per cent.;

Reports from the local paint market 
indicate a steady movement into con- 
suming channels of most materials, An 
analysis of conditions reported in vari- 
ous quarters shows that there has been 
an undoubted gain in consumption of 
paint matefials this season and this 
applies not only to the more important 
items, but also is extended to practi- 
cally every article of the market. The 
present week has been featured by no 
unusual happenings and the market in 
general is as last reported. Prominent 
characteristics of the present market 
are found in newly created competition 
in pig lead, which is keeping down the 
price of the metal; firm position of 
zines; uncertain position of some dry 
colors, because of scarcity of yellow 
prussiate of potash and other raw ma- 
terials; high cost of ocean freights, 
which has increased prices for chalk 
and whiting and firmed other mate- 
rials; small offerings of lithopone and 
varnish gums. Glues also deserve 
prominent mention, because of an in- 
crease in the selling price of certain 
grades, This is of more than passing 
interest when it is considered that up 
to this time competition has been keen 
enough to keep prices unchanged, even 
though producing costs climbed stead- 
ily upwards. Complete reviews of the 
linseed oil and naval stores markets 
will be found on pages 21 and 24, re- 
spectively.

Pig Lead, White Lead, Zines, Ete. 

PIG LEAD.—The price of pig lead 
has been steadily quoted at 4.75c. per 
pound throughout the week. The mar- 
ket is reported to have been quiet, 
and sellers were striving to book or- 
ders for immediate delivery. At St. 
Louis lead was quiet at 4.55¢c., and in 
London the market closed at £18 5bs., 


though this quotation was variable 
earlier in the week. 
WHITE LEAD.—Conditions in the 


white lead market are favorable for 
a continuance of the good consuming 
demand, which has been in evidence 
for the past few months. Prices are 
easy in view of the position of pig 
lead, and this combined with low prices 
for linseed oil has given a much easier 
tone to white lead in oil. Corroders 
are finding a ready market for their 
output and are steadily delivering on 
existing contracts. Dry white lead is 
quoted at 5%@6c., lead in oil at 74@ 
7%c. and English lead in oil at 104@ 
10%4c. Receipts of 1389 packages of 
white lead from London were noted 
this week. Exports of white lead last 
week were valued at $20,017. Official 
figures now at hand state that in 
September exports of white lead 
amounted to 1,384,836 pounds, valued at 
$83,200. Exports from July 1 to Sep- 
tember 30 were 3,995,415 pounds, valued 
at $239,078.

BARYTES.—Foreign barytes reached 
the market in good quantities this 
week and 2,501 packages and 92 casks 
were reported as coming from Rotter- 
dam and 400 bags from Bremen.

Glues. 


The increase in cost of raw ma- 
terials combined with a scarcity of cer- 
tain grades of glue have at last brought 
about a revision of prices and on low 
grade bone and hide glue manufac- 
turers are asking higher values, For a 
long time the glue industry has been 
on a poor basis due to a continuance 
of prices lower than seemed warranted 
by the cost of production, and even 
now with better pfices prevailing for 
certain glues the situation has not been 
radically improved because the _ in- 
crease in selling prices is offset by the 
higher values of raw materials. Dur- 
ing the summer months glue factories 
were shut down, and this helped to 
remove accumulated stocks and the 
market is in a good position at present 
from the statistical point. Among the 
exports of the week was a consignment 
of 212 barrels of glue to Hamburg. Im- 
ports of glue in September amounted 
to 451,376 pounds, valued at $55,030, as 
compared with 561,959 pounds, valued 
at $56,275, in September, 1911. Imports 
of glue stock in September were valued 
at $194,279, against $189,555 in Septem- 
ber last year.

Germany’s Trade Jealousy. 
(Special to Ofl, Paint and Drug Reporter.)

Washington, Nov. 15, 1912 
Apropos of the agitation going on in the 
official circles of this country, which, to 
some extent, has extended into business 
circles, regarding Germany’s_ attitude 
toward American trade, notably in the 


matter of export bounties alleged to be 
paid by Germany upon commodities sold 
in America and other countries, and the 
announced German policy with reference 
to the monopolization of the oil trade, 
some remarks made in a recent detailed 
report by Consul General Hill, of Frank- 
fort, regarding the general attitude of 
Germany toward American trade becomes 
of more than passing interest. 

Mr. Hill states that in certain lines in 
which competition is very active and 
American manufacturers have managed 
to secure a firm hold in the German mar- 
ket, there appears to be considerable op- 
position on the part of German traders to 
the American invasion of their markets. 
This is notably true of all lines of manu- 
factured goods and finished products in 
general. So emphatic is this opposition 


among German traders that importers 
into that country of certain lines of 
American goods have come to recognize 


that what amounts to a specific campaign 
on the part of the German is being con- 
ducted to harass and vex those who would 
deal in American made goods. As an 
illustration of what is going on in this

systematic campaign Mr. Hill calls atten- 
tion to the fact that a few months ago a 
pamphlet was generally circulated in Ger- 
man industrial fields directed against 
American made goods of certain kinds 
and charging that the firms engaged in 
selling those goods in German markets 
have “resorted to reprehensible and in 
some cases even illegal practices in order 
to dominate the German market.” In 
connection with this German campaign 
against American goods it is said that an- 
other feature of the industrious efforts 
made by the Germans is to follow up their 
onslaught upon American products with 
special appeals to German buyers to pur- 
chase German goods only, and in some in- 
stances sharp attacks have been made in 
these appeals against American manu- 
facturers by name. 

As an offset to this German opposition 
to American trade Mr. Hill calls atten- 
tion to the fact that these extreme meas- 
ures adapted by many Germans against 
American goods does not meet with the en- 
tire approval of German business men. 
He mentions special references that have 
been made by writers in industrial publi- 
cations in Germany, taking up particular- 
ly the campaign against American goods 
and speaking of the pamphlet that has 
been circulated against American com- 
modities. In this discussion of the sub- 
ject the fair-minded German authors 
frankly attribute the success of certain 
American firms in the German markets 
to specialization and particular efforts of 
American industries to compete in the 
world’s markets in certain kinds of pat- 
ented articles. Effort is made in this dis- 
cussion of the subject to point out to Ger- 
man traders that this manner of dealing 
with the Americans and their trade can- 
not but bear ill fruit, as the United States 
is the best market for German manufac- 
tured goods, and that efforts should be 
put forth by Germans not to antagonize 
the industries and policies of the Tinited 
States in international trade matters. 

In the face of these attacks upon Amer- 
ican trade and the manifest efforts of in- 
telligent and progressive Germans to have 
a fair discussion of the subject, evidence 
adduced by Mr. Hill indicates that the 
American trade is steadily growing in the 
German markets, and with fair opportuni- 
ties would steadily grow in practically all 
iines,

Parcels Post Plan Explained, 


ITS VALUE TO TRADES REPRESENTED 
BY THE REPORTER MADE CLEAR RY 
THIRD ASSISTANT POSTMASTER-GEN- 
TRAL BRITT AT MEETING PAINT 
MANTIFACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Nov. 8, 1912. 
It is regarded as desirable that all man- 
ufacturers and producers in the country 
shall obtain a comprehensive idea of the 
operations of the new parcels post system, 
especially in respect to the uses which 
that system is expected to afford in the 
transportation of small packages, sam- 
ples, etc. Various publications have heen 
issued, including circulars and other state- 
ments, by the officials of the Post Office 

Department intended to explain the work- 

ings of the proposed system in order that 


the public may be fully advised of the ad- 
vantages that may accrue from the utili- 
zation of the parcels post. 

Perhaps the most comprehensive an- 
alytical statement that has been made re- 
garding the proposed system and its 
probable workings was that made by 


Third Assistant Postmaster-General Britt, 


of the Postoffice Department. who ap- 
peared before the recent meeting of the 
Paint Manufacturers’ Association of the 
United States to explain the scope and 
effect of the proposed law. Mr. Britt had 
no prepared speech on that occasion, but 
he is so familiar with the law and the 
propositions of the department in putting 
it into effect that he talked entertainingly 
regarding the probable operations of the 
law and the uses to which the parcels 
post svstem could be put by all those who 
are Hable to be in position to send com- 
paratively small packages through the 
mail. Without attempting to give the 
vrecise language as it was emnploved by 
Mr. Britt in this address, the salient fea- 
tures of his talk are set forth in the fol- 
lowing synopsis:— 

The new parcels post law. In its conception 
and mechanism is formulated upon sctentific 
principles There are two modes of levving 
postage charges, the one a flat rate, that is, 
1 rate uniform throughout the entire country 
regardless of discounts, and the other a zone 
or division rate based upon the actual cost of 
handling, transnortation and delivering the 
mailed article. So long as the weirht Is neglig- 
ible. and consequently the postage charee 
small, the fiat rate is preferable, heing the 
most simple, and at the same time not requir 
ing a heavy postage tax. As the maximum of 
weight of all parcels is fixed at 4 pounds, as 
tt law now fs and as it will be on January 

1918. the flat rate is easy and most ecn- 
nic Rut under the new parcels post law 

t maximum weight is fixed at 11 nounds. 

1 the combined length ond girth of the maf! 
rticle Is not to exceed 72 inches 

The new rate is 1 cent for each ounce or 
fraction thereof up to and inecludine 4 ounces, 
and this regardless of zones or divisions, that 
is, un to that it Is a retention of the flat rate 
system. For the Is port proper a rate ts 
fixed for city carrier offices and for rural route 
delivery. the rate heing 5 cents for the first 
nound and 1 cent for each additional nound or 
fractional pound. making the maximum charere

Alcohol from Henequen 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Washington, Nov. 15, 1912. 


A discussion of the production of alco- 
hol from henequen in Yucatan is made 
in a brief report by Consul Gracey, at 
Progreso, Mexico It appears that for 
several years the Board of Agriculture 
of Yucatan and the planters of henequen 
have been endeavoring to find means of 
using the waste portion of henequen 
plants. Mr. Gracey says:— 

It has finally been discovered that alcohol 
ean be extracted from the waste and the 
trunks of the henequen plants after the re- 
moval of the leaves, and an exnerimental sta- 
tion was established on the ‘Kanan’ planta- 
tion, which has proved successful. As a con- 
sequence the local board of agriculture (Ca- 
mera Agricola de Yucatan, Merida, Yucatan),

PEANUT OIL.—The demand for pea- 
nut oil from soap manufacturers was 
quiet in all quarters. Supplies on hand 
were liberal, but prices ruled fairly 
steady. The market abroad was a 
shade easier, but this had no apparent 
effect upon the situation. At Marseilles 
peanut oil for soap making was quoted 
at 69 francs per cwt., prompt ship- 
ments. Prices in the local trade ranged 
from 6%c. to 7%c. per pound, as to 
quality and quantity. 

RAPESEED OIL.—Leading interests 
advanced their quotations lic. per gal- 
lon on both refined and blown rape- 
seed oil. The offerings were limited 
from abroad, with stocks in the hands 
of local dealers comparatively small. 
The demand continues to hold up well, 
especially for refined stock, with sellers 
asking Tlic. per gallon in several in- 


stances. Odd lots were still available 
at 70c. per gallon. Blown oil was 
quoted at 73@74c. per gallon. Do- 


mestic pressed oil was offered at the 
inside figures. French burning rape 
oil was quoted at 80@82c. per gallon, 
with the demand quiet. 

SOYA BEAN OIL.—With trading 
practically at a standstill, the under- 
tone of the market for soya bean oil 
was weak in all quarters. In most 
quarters dealers were holding out for 
64%.@6%c. per pound, but buyers failed 
to respond when offers were made at 
liberal concessions from these figures. 
Routine sales of odd lots were put 
through at 6%c. per pound, with this 
price wholly nominal at the close on 
Saturday. Ruling quotations were 
considerably under the cost of import, 
and it is reported that dealers who 
have large stocks on hand were will- 
ing to dispose of their holdings at 
heavy losses. In England and on the 
Continent crushers of soya bean oil 
look for a sharp decline in seed prices 
from Manchurian sellers, as both lin-

ANIMAL AND FISH OIL. 


COD OIL.—There were no new de- 
velopments in the cod oil situation dur- 
ing the past week. Trading was inac- 
tive. with large consumers only taking 
hold of small lots for current require- 
ments in anticipation of a lower mar- 
ket in the near future. However, the 
ideas of sellers were unchanged, with 
first hands offering Newfoundland and 
domestic stock sparingly at firm prices. 
Newfoundland cod oil for spot delivery 
was available at 43 and 44c. per gallon, 
as to quantity. with the domestic oil 
quoted at 41 and 42c. per gallon. The 
unsettled market for substitutes had a 
depressing effect upon the situation in 
all quarters. 

DEGRAS OIL.—Prices on all grades 
of degras were well maintained by both 
manufacturers and dealers. Business 
was only routine in character, but the 
high cost of raw materials tends to off- 
set this factor. Stocks on hand were 
moderate, and sellers were holding out 
for spot quotations on nearby and fu- 
tures. English degras was offered at 
81%4c. per pound, with small lots held at 
83%c. in some instances. German degras 
was available at 3%c. per pound, with 
American quoted on the basis of 3c. 
French degras was scarce, with sellers 


asking from 4c. to 6c..per pound, as to 
quality and quantity. 

HERRING OIL.—The demand for 
herring oil was dull during the past 
week, with prices wholly nominal. 
Stocks were in the hands of jobbers, 
who were offering odd lots on, a parity 
with refined menhaden oil. Dealers 
look for no change in the situation un- 
til the spring. 

LARD OIL.—The market for lard oil 
was unsettled, with quotations on all, 
grades nominal. Lard was easier in 
the West, and leading manufacturers 
were offering high grades of oil at con- 
cessions. The demand was quiet, with 
consumers holding off for lower prices. 
Contracts were closed for prime lard 
oil on the basis of 78c. per gallon on 
large lots, but small dealers were still 
asking very much higher prices. Off 
prime oil was available at 68c, per gal- : 
lon in a large way, with jobbing quan- 
tities held at 72c. Extra No. 1 closed 
unchanged at 60c. per gallon, with No. 
1 quoted at 56c., and No. 2 offered at 
54c. per gallon. Manufacturers are car- 
rying small stocks of all grades, as 
lower prices for raw materials are 
looked forward to. amanda 

MENHADEN OIL.—A feature in the 
menhaden oil situation was the firmer 
market for refined grades. Sellers who 
have been offering light strained oil 
freely on the basis of 33c. per gallon 
were asking 34c. on Saturday. This 
was in sympathy with the firm posi- 
tion of crude menhaden oil. Crude 
Northern oil was nominally quoted on 
the basis of 30c. per gallon, with South- 
ern oil offered at 28@29c. There was 
no improvement in the fishing and the 
season has been declared off in most 
quarters. The offerings of crude South- 
ern oil were estimated at about 6,000 
barrels, and it is said that foreign in- 
terests were negotiating for the sale 
of a large part of-this lot. The demand 
for refined oil was quiet, with consum- 
ers not inclined to augment stocks for 
future needs. Brown strained men- 
haden oil was quoted at 33c., with light 
strained ‘at 34c. per gallon. Yellow 
bleached stock was available at 36c., 
with white bleached at 38c. per gallon. 

NEATSFOOT OIL.—Only a routine 
demand was noted for neatsfoot ofl, but 
prices on all descriptions were well 
maintained. Dealers were carrying 
small stocks, and the high position of 
raw materials tends to offset any 
easiness caused by lack of buying in- 
terest. There was very little call from 
foreign consumers. High grades were 
particularly firm, with 20-degree stock 
held at $1 per gallon in several in- 
stances. Closing prices in the various . 
grades follow:—20-degree cold test, $8c. 
to $1; 30-degree cold test, 92 to 94c.; “40- 
degree cold test, 82 to 84c.; prime, 62 to 
65c.; dark, 58 to 60c. 

Our Chicago correspondent writes:— 

Chicago, Nov. 14, 1912. 

Market for neatsfoot oil at Chicago this week 
held on a firm basis. Offerings were only mod- 
erate, and a limited demand sufficed to keep 
the market cleaned up Quotations:—Pure, 20 
degrees cold test neatsfoot oil, 90c. a gallon:

RED OIL.—A steady undertone was 
in evidence in all quarters of the mar- 
ket for red oil during the past week. 
Price changes were within narrow com- 
pass, with the tendency upward. Busi- 
ness was fair, with orders coming for- 
ward more freely for futures.

6%4c. to 6%c. per pound, with business 
put through in a large way at the in- 
side figure. Saponified was firmly held 
on the basis of 74 per pound, with a 
good demand reported. 

STEARIC ACID.—While no _ price 
changes occurred in the market for 
stearic acid, the ideas of sellers were 
very firm throughout the week. There 
was a good demand from consumers, 
and with stocks on hand comparatively 
small, dealers were holding out for the 
high price on spot business. Raw ma- 
terials were still high, which also had 
a strengthening influence upon the sit- 
uation. Quotations ranged from 9% to 
10%c. per pound, according to grade 
and quantity. 

TALLOW OIL.—The high market for 
tallow tends to hold prices firm in all 
quarters. The demand for tallow oil 
was moderate, with consumers ‘only 
taking hold so as to cover against 
present requirements. There was some 
inquiry from foreign sources, but high 
prices seem to restrict business for 
export. Acidless tallow oil was quoted- 
at 65c. per gallon by first hands, with 
prime stock nominally held at 62¢. and 
68c. per gallon. The demand for the 
latter was practically at a standstill! 

SEZL OIL.—Trading in the market

Petroleum Market and Reviews 


Saturday Noon, Nov. 16, 1912. 


The crude market has strengthened 
materially during the week with the 
higher Pennsylvania grades at a pre- 
mium of 10c., establishing them at 
$1.28 to $1.75. This is the highest level 
Pennsylvania oil has touched for more 
than three years. Kentucky grades 
have been advanced 9c. to $1.05 for 
Somerset and 65c. for Ragland, North 
Lima, 2c. to $1.09; South Lima and 
Indiana, 2c. to $1.04; Wooster, O., 2c. to 
$1.18, and Illinois, 2c. to 92c. for light 
and 89c. for heavy. 

A review of field operations in the 
eastern section for the week shows a 
general decline in completed work, and 
a corresponding shrinkage in new pro- 
duction. The current summary notes 
147 completions, 5,064 barrels of new 
daily production, and 46 dry holes, as 
compared with 207 completions, 7,373 
barrels of new daily production and 67 
dry holes for the previous week. Illi- 
nois holds first place in both new 
wells and production for the week un- 
der review. There is a promise of a 
general quickening of drilling interest 
throughout the high grade fields, so as 
to take advantage of the attractive 
prices before winter. Kanawha coun- 
ty holds its lead in West Virginia 
Grilling, the most attractive section be- 
ing to the northeast of the old Blue 
Creek field in the Big Sandy district. 
While the wells in the latter do not ap- 
proach in capacity those of the earlier 
completions in the older development, 
they are, as a rule, paying proposi- 
tions. The good producer recently 
completed in Lewis county has contin- 
ued on its downward course, a late re- 
port giving its output as 45 barrels 
a day. The well of exceptional capa- 
city in Pleasants county has main- 
tained a more favorable showing, hold- 
ing up at about 200 barrels a day. 
Roane county furnished a century pro- 
ducer. Interest in Southeastern Ohio 
operations is centered in the deep sand 
territory of Perry county, where there 
is believed to be an indication for a 
new pool, if not an extension to the 
old Junction City field. In the new 
pool of Reading township, in the coun- 
ty, the wells have shown a declining 
tendency. The best producer in the 
section is credited with 140 barrels. 
There are ten wells in the develop- 
ment averaging 100 barrels a day. 

Kentucky advices note a keener stim- 
ulus to operations, as the result of 


favorable strikes in Wolfe and Law- 
rence counties. In the former a 25- 
barrel well was brought in on Still- 





well Creek, four miles from the older 
developed section of the county. Law- 
rence county wells are increasing in 
their average capacity, one of the latér 
producers yielding ‘20 barrels. In the 
older pools of the State, Wayne coun- 
ty holds its lead with a 50-barrel pro- 
ducer among the week’s completions, 
Ohio and Allen counties are the cen- 
ter of interest in Western Kentucky. 
A review of the Lima fields of North- 
western Ohio and Indiana for the week 
notes a heavy decline in completion, as 
well as new production in the Ohio 
end, There was no practical change in 
the Indiana showing... The upward ten- 
dency of the crude market is expected 
to put new animation to operations 
into the Lima fields. Some of the wells 
which it had been planned to aban- 
don are now being cleared out on the 
prospects of showing paying returns. 
fllinois completions for the week note 
a gain, but the new production fell 
below that of the former week. Law- 
rence county holds the keenest interest. 
The Allendale pcol in Wabash county 
was credited with a 200-barrel producer. 
One of the wells drilled in the pool 
more than a month ago was reported 
to be holding up at 400 barrels a day, 
another well, nearly three months old, 
at 100 barrels. With the more promis- 
ing market for crude oil, test drilling 
well in advance of defined territory is 
expected to be more vigorously prose- 
cuted. 

Mid-continent advices indicate a well 
sustained drilling movement, but no 
completions of particular significance 
have been reported. There have been 
several good extensions from the de- 
fined area aS well as new pools of 
limited but paying production open- 
ed. Considerable work is in progress 
north of Bald Hill as a result of a 
good paying sand having been found. 
In the Osage a well credited with 630 
barrels natural the first twenty-four 
hours has been brought in, while the 
Ponea City pool contributed a well 
starting at 200 barrels. The output of 
the latter approximates 3,000 barrels a 
day. 

The most significant development of 
California fields has been the reported 
purchase of one of the leading con- 
cerns by one of its competitive com- 
panies, which may have an important 
bearing on future operations as well 
as marketing conditions. If the re- 
ported transaction proves true, it is 
likely to be one of the most important 
in the history of the country’s indus- 
try.

Refined and Products. 


The market for illuminating oil has 
been subjected to new developments 
during the interval, but the tone is 


rather firmer in consequence of the Ma- 
terial advance in crude values in the 
hign grade fields, and there seems to 


be a more confident character to oper- 
ations. The local export movement, 
however, did not invoive the propor- 


tions of the rormer week, the compari- 
son being 14,937,715, against 16,2.8,545 
gallons. Bulk shipments were 10,:29,- 
120 and 12,005,045 gallons, respectively. 
Since the first of the year New York 
shipments have totaled 489,$86,937 gal- 
lons, as compared with 546,479,525 gal- 
lons for the same period last year. ‘ne 
subject of the establishment of a Ger- 
man monopoly in the illuminant prod- 
uct for the purpose of eliminating a 
leading American company continues 
to attract considerable attention in the 
trade, but late developments tend to be- 
little the practicability of the scheme. 
We have treated the question edi- 
torially and in our news columns. 
Supplementing the export statistics of 
illuminating oil already published, we 
give the tollowing details of distri-

LIMA PETROLEUM FIELDS. 


(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Lima, O., Nov. 14, 1912. 


A review of the Lima petroleum fields of In- 
diana and Northwestern Ohio for the week 
show a heavy decline from the previous seven 
days’ figures. During the week fifteen wells 
were drilled in the two fields, with one dry 
hole and 357 barrels production. The previous 
week showed twenty-four wells, three dry 
holes and 688 barrels. This decline is not due 
to inactivity of the drill, but the fact that not 
as many wells were drilled in, while there are 
just as many if not more in course of drilling. 
The price of North Lima oil has advanced to 
$1.09 per barrel, the highest figure for a 
number of years, and the South Lima and 
Indiana grades are at $1.04 per barrel. These 
rapid advances are calculated to stir the trade 
to more and wider activity. It will mean the 
drilling over of much of the old territory that 
was left undrilled for the rush to other and 
more productive regions, Old wells are being 
cleaned out and put into shape that arrange- 
ments were being made to pull out. Half- 
barrel pumpers, where connected to power 
plants, will pay their way nicely where there 
is fuel such as gas to furnish the power.

New Oil Strike in Texas. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
O’Donnell, Texas, Noy. 11, 1912. 


An oil discovery that promises to mark the 
beginning of the development of a large and 
productive field has just been made upon the 
farm of James Cowan, about four miles north 
of here. W. H. Miller and A. H. Miller, 
brothers, who are experienced oil well drillers, 
have been boring wells for water in the South 
Plains country of Texas for some time. Re- 
cently they set up a rig upon the Cowan farm 
for the purpose of putting down a well in 
search of water. At a depth of 400 feet they 
struck a stratum of oil sand and a consider- 
able quantity of oil was developed in the well. 
The hole is now being drilled deeper, with a 
view of increasing the oil production. The site 
of the new discovery is in the middté southern 
portion of Lynn county, about 200 miles south- 
west of the Electra oil field. It has been 
known to the ranchmen of this section for 
several years that oi] in small quantities exists 
at depths of 50 to 100 feet. In all of the 
ranch wells oil is brought to the surface with 
the water. The new. wel) is situated close to 
the Santa Fe Railroad, and little piping will 
be necessary to transport the oil.

KENTUCKY PETROLEUM FIELD 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Barbourville, Ky., Nov. 13. 


New strikes in the Wolfe and Lawrence 
county pools are enlivening the situation in 
the Kentucky fields. These pools have fur- 
nished some exceptionally good producers late- 
ly and are increasing the new production at a 
gratifying rate. In Wolfe county the newest 
oiler is a twenty-barrel well on Stillwell Creek, 
the scene of the new extension, This dis- 
trict is about four miles from the older de- 
veloped section of Wolfe county and the prog- 
ress of the drill has been marked by a series 
of producers well up in the front in the list 
of big producers developed in Upper Kentucky 
Progress in extending the original development 
has been rapid during the last three months 
and a wide area of proven territory has been 
opened. Oil is found at an average depth of 
2,000 feet. 

Lawrence county wells are increasing in av- 
erage showing. One new producer is credited 
to that field with a yield of 20 barrels. This 
is much above the average showing for that 
district. One other strike for the week shows 
a yield of ten barrels daily. In Morgan county 
a wildcat well is reported in with a good 
showing. In the Wolfe, Lawrence and Mor- 
gan county flelds deep drilling is necessary te 
reach the productive sand, the oil being found 
in the Berea grit formation. Since develop- 
ments expanded to the Morgan and Lawrence 
county pools this year there has been more 
deep drilling in Kentucky than ever before, 
and results on the whole have been highly 
satisfactory. 

The latest advance in Kentucky crude oil 
raises the price of the better quality to one 
dollar per barrel and the cheaper grade to 
sixty cents per barrel. There are the highest 
quotations in three years and will keep the 
drill moving at a lively rate in Kentucky this 
year. The stimulating effect of higher pricés 
has already been felt throughout the field, and 
with the new advances work will increase 
in scope, 

In the older pools of the State Wayne county 
is maintaining its lead. Threé new wells, one 
a 50-barrel producer, constitute the week’s 
record in new production, while quite a num- 
ber of new wells are reported starting. Opera- 
tors are following up recent successes in the 
lower part of the county and many wells are 
of a wildcat nature along the Wayne-McCreary 
border. Before the month is ended drilling will 
probably be started on the Tennessee side, as 
large areas haye been leased in that State. 

Western Kentucky operators are rapidly de- 
veloping a field of much promise in the coun- 
ties of Ohio and Allen. In the latter field 
several wells have been finished during the 
past month and put to pumping. These are 
new districts and no commercial output has yet 
been developed, but operators in Ohio couniy 
are now making arrangements to extend 8 lin« 
from their production te a railroad station and 
ship the product in tank cars. Because of the 
distance of this section from the other oil

The State will be 
found to contain oil from one end to the other, 
ani there will be no limit to the producing 
pools when once work is started in a business- 
like manner. 

Pennsylvania. 


The fields in all corners of the Pennsylvania 
regions are quiet in a drilling way, due to the 
inability to. find drillable territory worth the 
expenditure. During October the Venango- 
Clarion district took the lead in completed work 
with 98 wells, 4 gas wells, 7 dry holes and a 
production of 215. barrels. Washington and 


other counties in the southwestern portion 
showed 33 wells, 9 gas, 9 dry holes and 111 
barrels. Butler and Armstrong counties had a 
record of 21 completions, 2 gas, 5 dry and 

48 barrels production. The Titusville pool 
showed 22 wells, 3 dusters and 35 barrels. The 
old Bradford field, 38 wells, 1 dry hole and gas 
well and 95 barrels, while the Allegany county 
is, credited with 30 wells, 9 gas and 26 bar- 
rels, 

‘The deep well near Derrick City, just outside 
of Bradford, is reported to be at a depth of 
4,210 feet and in a lime formation, Oi] sand 
was found at a depth varying from 4,135 to 
4,155 feet, and after passing through this oil 
pay the set of jars broke and the well was shut 
down for a time, During this lull in drilling 
oil oozed into the hole and created much ex- 
citement. Drilling will be continued until a 
depth of at least 5,000 feet is reached. 

A few dry holes are being found in the 
late development around Canonsburg, in Wash- 


ington county. The latest well of that kind 
was on the Johnstone tract. The late well on 
the Rinehart farm, in the _ Bristoria field, 


Greene county, is making a fair showing, but 
only for_a small producer. The Fife tract 
well at Canonsburg is also a duster. 


West Virginia. 


In the West Virginia regions during October 
the new production dwindled rapidly, owing 
to the failure to find the usual number of 
gushing wells in the Blue Creek section, near 


Charleston, in Kanawha county. With that 
result a total of 167 were drilled, with 50 gas 
wells, 20 dry holes and a production of but 
3,903 barrels. During some of the previous 
months a production close to 20,000 barrels 
were the record in the same territory. The 
most important well of the week in the entire 
West Virginia petroleum region was the well on 
the Jarvis tract, on Hackers Creek, in Lewis 
county. The well, while it showed for one of 
the old-time gushers, fooled the talent, as its 
production was but 357 barrels the first day 
after completion, when it was expected to 
make at least a couple of thousand barrels. 
Indications are that a pool of some dimensions 
will be found from the completion of the Jarvis 
well, as there is a large tract of territory 
surrounding this well that has never been 
tested in the proper manner. This is the only 
well of any importance in Lewis county in a 
long time, Some dozen years ago Guffey & 
Galey brought in their famous gas gusher on 
the Mullady tract, that was so strong that it 
blew the tools and pipe out of the hole, and was 
by far the largest gas well ever drilled in the 
country, having a volume of something like 
60,000,000 cubic feet. The real oil well of 
Lewis county was that on the Copley tract, 
which opened up the then Sand Fork gusher 
poo! and showed a production of 7,000 barrels 
in one day. The gas concerns now control 
the territory in the Hackers Creek district, and 
this well is the first oil producer of any value 
found by them in their exploitations for gas 
during the year. Since the drilling in of the 
Jarvis well several new ventures have been 
started in the vicinity, and within the next 
sixty days the facts will be known whether 
another new gusher pool has been opened up 
or not. 

The Blue Creek pool, in Kanawha county, is 
going backward at an alarming rate. A pool 
that showed a production of close to 25,000 bar- 
rels a day and only eleven months old and 
down close to 8,000 barrels a day is a thing 
that will go down in history in the petroleum 
industry. No other pool found in the country 
went off in its production so rapidly ag this 


fleld. The production of the pool is holding 
better now than when the drilling was so 
active. The wells have settled down to small 


producers, and, while they will go off in pro- 
duction to some extent, will hold out around 
the §,000-barrel mark for some time. The tracts 
that are producing fifty barrels or better a 
day in this field are:—E. C. Myers, 65 barrels;

Gardner, 240 barrels; D. J. Jarrett, 400 barrels, 
and 8. Jarrett, 280 barrels. The best wells are 
now being discovered to the northeast in the 
extension on the Big Sandy Creek end, which 
is the only section of the famous pool that has 
not been thoroughly defined. There are a num- 
ber of test wells drilling on the outer edge of 
the Blue Creek pool, but the best that can be 
expected are small pumpers or dry holes, as 
the pool is already surrounded by dry holes 
with the exception of the northeast extension. 
In the Big Sandy end of the field in the Berea 
grit formation there is a rush of work and a 
possibility of increasing the production from 
that source. This extension is thought to be 
very narrow and runs in a north-and-south di- 
rection. In the southwest extension of the 
pool the last well on the Fred Gardner tract 
produced 110 barrels, while the test on the 
Boggs tract shows to be very small. In the 
southwest extension the well on the Slack tract 
found a forty-barrel producer in the Squaw 
sand, and No. 2 Hays farm was drilled through 
that formation to the pay and produces about 
forty barrels. It failed to show any pay in 
the Big Injun formation. ‘The test on the Ben- 
ninger tract did but twenty-five barrels, show- 
ing that it is near an edge well. 

There is an abundance of new wildcat work 
starting over Roane county. The territory on 
Scaffold Run, in the Spencer district, is the 
most attractive for this kind of work, and good 
results are looked for. Tests are now under 
way on the McIntosh-Harpold, William Pool, 
D. B. Wilson, Margaret Wine, EB. L. Cross, J. 
H. Burgess, John S. Brannon, McMillan and 


Reynolds tracts, and when drilled in should ex- 
tend the producing area to some extent. 
Harrison county now leads all others in the 
deep sand districts in work. This work is be- 
ing done by the gas concerns that are testing 
out their big holdings to cut down expense in 
the way of rentals. The advance in the mar- 
ket has made the oil trade pay some atten- 
tion to the developments in the deep sand coun- 
try, and there is a disposition to revive opera 
tions in ‘every spot available for a test well. 
The gas companies are very active in Tyler, 


Doddridge, Monogalia and Marion counties, 
while Lewis county has more new work than 
for many months. A strong effort is being 


made to extend the gas producing regions over 
into Braxton county, ? 

So much test work has been done in Clay 
county without results that the investors are 
getting leary over that section, Many dusters 
and light pumpers have been found, but noth- 
ing outside of that to encourage further work, 
as the expense of operating is very heavy. The 
best of the shallow sand sections at this time 
is in Pleasants county. The finding of a 300- 
barrel gusher on the Wagner tract on Sugar 
Creek, in that county, has revived work some 
and activity is looked for. 

The deep wildcat venture on the Thompson 
tract, on Maggoty Run, Liberty district, Mar- 
shall county, is being closely watched. This well 
is now down to 3,635 feet and so far no indi- 
cations have shown. The best find of the week 
in Lincoln county was a twenty-five barrel 
pumper on the Griffith tract, on Straight Fork, 
Duval district. On Falling timber Run, Grant 
district, Wetzel county, the Cosgrove-Stewart 
well produced twenty barrels. Ritchie, Wood, 
Wirt, Cabell and other counties in the State 
are being closely looked over to see if there is 
any prospects of bettering the producing con- 
ditions, 


Southeastern Ohio. 
The only spot of note in the Southeastern 
Ohio petroleum regions at this time is near 
Junction City, in Perry county. The wells 
being found are looked upon in these days as 
gushers, and that appears to be what the trade 
is looking for in their heavy expenditures in 
the deep sand country. Just a short distance 
outside of Junction City, in Jackson township, 
Perry county, the Rico Company, a new con- 
cern in the field, drilled in a 300-barrel gusher 
on the Clarl farm, and nothwest of that the 
Lupher Company found a 200-barrel well on the 
Spitzer acreage. The Rico’s well is the best 
found in Jackson township for over two years 
and is an incentive for more operations in the 
vicinity. This territory up to the drilling of 
this well was looked upon as good for only 
very small wells and but little drilling had 
been done on that account. Now that the 300- 
barrel gusher has been found other adjoining 
leaseholders are preparing to start new work, 
which will enliven the field. The well on the 
McCormack farm, nearby, also produced about 
sixty barrels, making the territory look more 
inviting. In the southern end of Perry county, 
around New Straitsville, a 100-barrel producer 
has been drilled on the New York Coal Com- 
pany’s property. ‘The leading attraction of the 
deep sand development is centered in Reading 
township, also in Perry county. This pool 
has but a few wells, although the daily produc- 
tion has grown to avout 1,000 barrels and still 
on the upward go. Close to twenty new wells 
are drilling that when completed may more 
than double the present output. 

The wells in Hopewell township, Muskingum 
county, are holding out nicely and the pros- 
pects are favorable for quite a field that is 
known to extend over into Perry and Licking 
counties. Several months ago a few wells were 
drilled in this pool and are now showing very 
good staying quality. Nos. 1 and 2 Ankrun 
farm are holding at ninety barrels a day, 
while No. 4 Everett farm maintains a sixty- 
barrel production. 

The western section of Falls Gore township, 
Hocking county, does not look encouraging, as 
a few dry holes have been found there. The 
latest is one on the Aurand farm. A well in 
that section means an expenditure of close to 
$9,000, and a dry hole hurts. What the pros- 
pects to the southeast of Logan, in Starr town- 
ship, same county, are remains to be seen. A 
couple of small thirty-barrel producers and a 
couple of dry holes have been finished so far. 
Other work is under progress in that section 
that will help determine the future of the 
country among the hills of Hocking county. 
North of developments in Coshocton county a 
small twenty-barrel producer has been drilled 
on the big Norris acreage. 

In the Central Ohio gas regions during Oc- 


tober there were eighty-five wells finished. Of 
this number fifty-six were gas wells, with a 
combined volume of 70,922,018 cubic feet, or 


an average per well of 1,266,465 cubic feet. 
There were fifteen dry holes and fourteen oil 
wells, with a production of 638 barrels, or an 
average of a little over fifty barrels to the well. 
Licking county alone is credited with twenty- 
seven completions, of which seventeen proved 
gas wells. Ashland county went into second 
place, with eighteen wells, of which seventeen 
were gas wells and only one dry. The large 
gas companies are pushing development work 








over the large area of territory and are find- 
ing an abundance of gas for the patrons of 
their lines. There was some‘talk of laying 
a large gas main from the field to Detroit, but 
this project has been given up, and that will 
give the people on the present gas lines an 
ample supply for winter’s fuel and light. 


Other high-grade fields of Pennsylvania, 
Southern New York, Kentucky, Northwestern 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois are holding their 


own in work, and the advanced price of oil 
has stirred up operators so that they are watch- 
ing every possible strip of territory.

MID-CONTINENT DEVELOPMENTS. 
(From the Reporter’s Field Correspondent.) 
Independence, Kan., Novy. 11, 1912. 


Last week in the mid-continent field was 
marked by two important events—first, an ad- 
vance of 3 cents a barrel for crude; second, 
the refusal of President Taft to approve of the 
blanket lease made by the Osage Indian coun- 
cil to the Uncle Sam Oil Company for several 
hundred thousand acres of prospective oil lands 
in the Osage Nation. 

The market value of mid-continent oil now is 
73 cents. It has not been that high before 
since January 5, 1905—almost eight years. The 
highest price ever paid for mid-continent oil 
was $1, December 9, 1903. That was when 
the division system was in vogue, and was 
paid for what was then known as South 
Neodesha grade, supposed to be better than 
North Neodesha. Then, in opposition to this 
system. was established the gravity method of 
grading oil, This finally disappeared and the 
same price is paid for all grades of mid-conti- 
nent crude The increase of 8 cents a barrel 
means an increased revenue of about $130,000 a 
month to the producers of the field more than 
the expense of pumping the wells, but not the 
expense of operating. In spite of the fact that 
there was danger last month of the runs equal- 
ing the deliveries this month, the reports of 
the Prairie Oil and Gas Company for the first 
seven days of November indicate that the runs 
have settled back again somewhat and that the 
disparity between runs and deliveries continues. 
This would indicate still further increase in the 
market value. The rise of the market this 
year has been quite rapid, and dollar oil is 
becoming more and more a _ possibility and 
probability. January 1 of this year the price 
was 50 cents. On January 2 it began going up 
and with ten changes it has reached 73 cents 
a gain this year of 25 cents. 

The importance of the decision of President 
Taft is not overlooked by the oil producers of 
the field. The policy of the Department of the 
Interior not to permit prospective oil lands to 
be taken under blanket lease by large com- 
binations of capital is commended by all classes 
of independent producers. It is recognized 
that a mistake was made in the beginning in 
approving of a sweeping contract of all the 
lends of the Osage. Now it is not proposed to 
permit that which has been turned back to be 
released in bulk to anyone else. Different 
concerns attempted to lease the uncontracted 
land. but failed. Then the Uncle Sam Oil 
Company sought to get what had been denied 
others, on the theory and allegation that it 
was an anti-Standard concern. The general 
manager of the company went among the In- 
dians and lived their life; he got a lease and 
went to the department at Washington and 
asked that it be approved. The Secretary of 
the Interior instead, cancelled it, as every oil 


man thinks he should, Then the Uncle Sam 
Oil Company made an appeal for sympathy, 
asked the people to write to President Taft 
and insist that the leases be approved. Late 
Saturday night at a White House conference 
President Taft declined to interfere with the 
duties of the Secretary of the Interior Depart- 
ment. To-day at Pawhusko bids are being 
opened for the lease of certain prospective 
lands aggregating 100,000 acres in the Osage, 
and it is probable that all of the Osage lands 
will be leased in this manner and that all will 
have an opportunity in the peace-meal letting. 
The conditions are considered almost restric- 
tive; but only a certain number of acres may 
be held by one person or corporation. The only 
difficulty is that the big concerns can run up 
the bidding where ordinary men cannot go. 
The past week has not developed any sur- 
prising gushers, but some good extensions of 
the field and new pools of limited production, 
but paying, are being opened up. It appears 
that south of Independence a southeast ex- 
tension of the old Bolton pool is being devel- 
oped. The Bolton was the first big pool in the 
mid-continent field. In it was found the first 
500-barrel well in the field. Now ‘after the 
years it seems as if an extension were being 
found. Another possible extension is of the 
Canary pool up into Montgomery county, Kan- 
sas. North of Bald Hill considerable work is 
starting as a result of a good pay having been 
found. Two months ago the Oklahoma Nat- 
ural Gas Company drilled in a good well on 
the Maggie Kelly, in 27-26-14. That was the 
suggestion. Now Glen T. Braden has a test 
drilling on the Cudie Harrison, in 26-16-14, and 
it ought to be in this week, It seems strange 
that after all the drilling done around Bald 
Hill that any outlet escaped. A fair pool is 
being opened up southwest of Inola, south end 
of the shallow sand district. This is another 
neighborhood that has been heretofore pretty 
well tested, but most of the drilling before 
was on the east side of the town. The present 
drilling is in 11 and 12-19-16, and the wells 
are profitable shallow producers. Then there is 
the rich extension of the Coody’s Bluff pool 
south, where 200 and 300-barrel wells are be- 
ing brought in. This is about the best find in 
the field of late because of the comparative 
cheapness of development. In the Ramsey pool 
some wells are being found in the Bartlesville 
sand, deeper than the regular Ramsey forma- 


tion. Just enough has been found in this 
deeper sand to whet the desire to know what it 
may unearth. Several other wells will be 


drilled in it. The Creta Oil Company a few 
days ago brought in a_ 2,000,000-foot gasser on 
the Barrett lease in 7-28-13. Then down in 
Henryetta field speculation is rife as to whence 
runs the heavy oil trend. On the theory that 
perhaps it is to the north and east a test is to 
be drilled a mile in advance. It is argued by 
some that the pool widens out in that direc- 
tion. The staying qualities of the present 
wells leads to the belief that a larger pool 
will yet be found. At Morris there has been 
some shallow sand development, and just now 
there is quite an interest in town lot drilling, 
which promises to increase, In fact, these 
comments might be extended to all parts of 
the field. The mid-continent development is 
growing and growing. 

The pipe line runs of the Prairie Oil and 
Gas Company for the first seven days of No- 
vember averaged 87,508.28 barrels a day, as 
compared with 95,956.36 barrels a day in Octo- 
ber. At the same time the deliveries were 
97,018.62 barrels a day, against 96,950.01 bar- 
rels in October, showing a decrease in runs 
and an increase in consumption. The draft 
upon reserve stocks in the first week of this 
month was 9,573.34 barrels a day, as compared 
with 993.65 barrels a day in October. It is not 
surprising the market advanced immediately 
after election and these figures.

Russian Petroleum Report. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

The prices for crude oil and mazout are 
firm, there being a large demand for both of 
these products. 

During September the production on the 
Baku fields fell about one million poods below 
that of July and August. 

There is not such a great demand for kero- 
sene as there is for crude oil and mazout, con- 
sequently offers have been made of kerosene 
at 38% copecks for winter delivery. 

It is not expected that any further reductions 

in the price of kerosene will take place while 
the price of crude oil retains its present stand- 
ard. 
Owing to the high prices ruling for mazout 
the consumption of coal from the Donetzbassin 
area shows an increase of 19 per cent. above 
that of the same time last year.

No Profits in Fuel Oil. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Chicago, Nov. 14, 1912. 

Inability to meet the requirements of a 
steadily growing demand at prevailing 
prices and the possibility of an increased 
revenue in the production of a _ better 
product are the reasons for the stand 
recently taken by the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of Indiana in refusing to renew old 
contracts, or make further commitments 
for fuel oil. 

Members of independent concerns were 
rather skeptical in accepting the pur- 
ported motive of the Standard company, 
and the manager of one independent com- 


pany stated it as his opinion that the step 
was taken in the hope that steel plants, 


rather than change their forging systems 
would be willing to contract, for fuel oil 
at a much higher price. 

Fuel oil is the residue from petroleum 
after the more volatile oils have been re- 
fined. It is used in forging, annealing 
and other steel melting processes, because 
fumes from coal tend to weaken the steel. 
It is also used in shaping glass and burn- 
ing brick and tile. The consumption of 
fuel oil in this territory is very great, 
one concern alone, the Inland Steel Com- 
pany, consuming about 2,000,000 gallons a 
month, 

Most of the largest consumers of the 
oil contracted for their supply with the 
Standard Oil Company of Indiana, which 
operated a pipe line from the oil fields of 
Whiting, Ind., and could afford to sell the 
product cheaper than other concerns, be- 
cause it had no transportation charges to 
pay. 

News that the Standard Oil Company 
of Indiana would not accept new con- 
tracts, or renew the old, was quickly fol- 
lowed by offers to supply the trade from 
independent oil companies, however, and 
it is not iikely that any of the industries 
depending on oil for fuel will be material- 
ly inconvenienced by the action of the 
Standard company. 

‘It is simply a matter of supply and de- 
mand,’ said an official of the Standard 
Oil Company in explaining the move of 
the concern. ‘‘We find that we cannot 
supply the trade at the prices we have 
been getting and for that reason have de- 
cided to confine ourselves to the contracts 
already on our books.” 

Asked if his company would accept con- 
tracts at a higher price, he replied:— 

“We have been selling fuel oil at about 
3 cents a gallon. At that price the oil 
made a comparatively inexpensive fuel. 
1 do not believe it would be so satisfac- 
tory at a mugh higher price, however, and 
it is my opinion that we would not care 
to enter into any very large contracts, 
even though consumers were willing to 
pay more money. 

“Kerosene is selling at 10 to 12 cents a 
gallon, and there is nothing to prevent 
any one from use that for fuel if they 
insist on burning oil. All 1 can say at 
this time is that our refineries have ad- 
vised us that they will have no more 
fuel oil after our present contracts are 
cared for, and we have notified our trade 
to that effect.”’ 

There are two independent companies 
here that are in active competition with 
the Standard Oil Company. They are the 
Sun Company and the Great Western Oil 
tetining Company and Pipe Line Com- 
pany. 

EK. W. Teagile, vice-president of the 
Sun Company, said his concern could sup- 
ply the Chicago trade with fuel oil at 
about 6 cents a gallon, and that they 
were seeking the business dropped by the 
Standard. 

Oo. C. Cameron, general counsel for the 
Great Western Oil Refining and Pipe Line 
Company, said their Kansas and Okla- 
homa oil tields produced large quantities 
of fuel oil that could be brought to Chi- 
cago and sold at a cost but little larger 
than that of the Standard’s product. 
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Important California 0il Company 
Sale. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 
Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 12, 1912. 


Negotiations for the sale of United 
Petroleum, holding company of Union Oil 
Company, of California, have been con- 
firmed by Lyman Stewart, president. 
The transaction is to be consummated 
here. Mr. Stewart, however, disclaims 
knowledge of the identity of the buyers. 
Robert Watchorn, treasurer, conducted 
the negotiations through a third party in 
New York. The purchase may have been 
made by Shell interests or the Standard 
Oil Company. Opinion seems inclined to 
the Standard. A Shell representative was 
here last week, not knowing of the nego- 
tiations in New York. The negotiations 
have been based on $125 per share for the 
holding company’s stock. The Union Oil 
Company is capitalized at $50,000,000, of 
which $30,000,000 in stock is outstanding. 
The holding company owns $16,000,000, all 
controlled by the Stewart family. The 
deal involves $20,000,000. If the Standard 
buys, it gives it absolute control of the 
oil industry on the Pacific coast. If Shell 
interests have acquired the company; a 
big fight for control is sure to follow, Re- 
ported negotiations are also under way 
for the General Petroleum and Associ- 
ated Oil Companies. If true, it represents 
the biggest deal in the history of oil. 

As of supplementary interest to our 
California correspondent’s dispatch, San 
Francisco advices received in the local 
trade were to the effect that the Shell 
interests of London, headed by Sir Mar- 
cus Samuel, chairman and dominant offi- 
cial of the Shell Transportation Company, 
had virtually completed a deal whereby 
they were to take over the Union Oil 
Company, of California, and the outputs 
of the General Petroleum Company and 
the independent oil producers. The trans- 
action was said to represent years of per- 
sistent efforts to obtain control of the 
independent oil companies operating in 
California and on the Pacific coast to 
fortify the position of the Shell interests 
in the struggle for supremacy in the 
European and Asiatic petroleum markets. - 
The Shell interests’ first foothold on the 
Pacific coast was presumed to be as a 
wedge for the sale of its Dutch East In- 
dies products in this country. 

According to a later San Francisco dis- 
patch, a big deal in the Midway oil field 
has just been consummated by the Oil 
Producers and Refiners, Limited, taking 
over the North American Consolidated, 
with a production of some 6,500 barrels 
daily, tegether with the United Oil Com- 
pany, with eleven producing wells, yield- 
ing 1,000 barrels a day. 

The new company was organized for the 
special purpose of absorbing a number of 
oil holdings. Besides the two above men- 
tioned concerns, the Oil Producers and 
Refiners was reported to have acquired 
extensive oil producing acreages in the 
same Midway field and in the Santa Maria 
section. The total yielu of the new com- 
pany was estimated at a round 15,000 bar- 
rels daily. The purchase of most of the 
companies named has been made on the 

usual offer of one-half cash and the re- 
mainder in stock and bonds. 
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Germany's Proposed Petroleum 
Monopoly. 


PLAN TO OUST LEADING AMERICAN 
COMPANY, WITH ABOUT SIXTY-FIVE 
PER CENT. OF EMPIRE’S ILLUMINAT- 
ING OIL TRAFFIC, MAY BECOME 
SUBJECT TO DIPLOMATIC OVER- 
TURES ON VIOLATION OF TREATY 
RIGHTS OR UNDER TARIFF LAW 
AUTHORITY. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Nov. 15, 1912. 

No detailed advices have been received 
by the government of the United States 
as to precisely what the German govern- 
ment is intending to do in the suggested 
plan for establishing a monopoly in the 
oil business of that country, and all that 
is known thus far at the department 
comes in the way of notes received from 
Ambassador Leishman, giving an account 
of intimations that have been received by 
him of possible action by the German 
#overnment along lines of creating a gov- 
ernment oil monopoly in that country. 
No positive action has yet been taken, 
even the introduction of a. bill in the 
council of the German government at 
Berlin., It is said gt the State Depart- 
ment that all the part Ambassador Leish- 
man has«be®h instructed to take in the 
matter thus far has been merely in the 
formn of notes exchanged, which in com- 
mon parlance will be understood to mean 
that the United States government is tak- 
notice of what is being proposed by the 
German government and is in an inquir- 
ing state of mind as to what in effect 
would be ‘‘or what about it?’ 

The experience which the government 
of the United States had in dealing with 
the potash controversy with Germany 
gives little encouragement to the of- 
ficials here to believe that anything which 
the German government might be dis- 
posed to do in encouraging the formation 
of a government monopoly in the oil busi- 
ness of that country would fail to be ac- 
complished by Germany, under any pro- 
test which this government might lodge 
in the matter, and that if Germany shall 
be disposed to make it practically impos- 
sible for American oil producers to sell 
oil in the German markets, regardless 
of what price might be made for such 


American oil, there is nothing that this 
government could do except to protest 
against what would amount to unfair 
treatment of an important commercial 
business of American citizens. 

So far as information has come to the 
otfivials of the State Department here re- 
garding the plans of the German govern- 
ment in dealing with the sale of illuminat- 
ing oil in that country it is confined to 
the idea that a bill has been prepared 
under imperial instructions by which such 
a monopoly in the sale of oil in Germany 
would be made effective. Expected opera- 
tious of such a plan are summarized in a 
statement that it is intended to authorize 
the creation of a corporation in which the 
government of Germany would be a par- 
ticipant to purchase illuminating oils 
from what would amount to a German 
syndicate, and _ distribute the same 
wherever the government authorized or 
designated. Of course, it is understood 
that this German policy with respect to 
liluminating oils is not on the same basis 
as that to control the operations of the 
German government in dealing with the 
potash question. Potash mining in Ger- 
many is a domestic industry and of con- 
siderable importance, and naturally it was 
the avowed purpose of the German gov- 
ernment to do everything possible to en- 
courage the highest profits to the mining 
of potash and to secure returns to the 
government in taxes and fixing prices un- 
der German law for the control and dis- 
position of potash. In respect to il- 
luminating oils, no such condition is pre- 
sented. There is no such thing as a do- 
mestic oil industry in Germany. For this 
reason it becomes necessary, as the of- 
ticials here are advised, that the German 
government should set on foot a scheme 
which is said to amount to “philanthropic 
treatment of the oil industry in Germany 
in the aid of charitable and other objects 
of like character in Germany.”’ This would 
be brought about by the agreement, under 
the proposed German law, of a maximum 
price made effective under executive li- 
cense for the sale of oil to designated 
dealers, which plan would be made effec- 
tive for a long period of years, possibly 
twenty-five or thirty. The suggestion that 
the German government would participate 
in this in aid of ‘‘public social affairs,’’ 
even to the extent of obtaining profits to 
be distributed under the German govern- 
ment, has already had the effect to pro- 
duce considerable opposition in the Em- 
pire among those people who are rigidly 
opposed to anything which smacks of 
socialistic endeavor on the part of the 
government. 

Intimations have been received here 
that the German government will assert 
in any representations that are made with 
respect to the proposition, no matter what 
effect it is supposed to have upon Amer- 
ican oil interests, that a German monop- 
oly would not necessarily bar American 
oil from the German market, but would 
place control of all purchases and sales 
under governmental auspices, and the 
government would buy oil in the open 
market at the best possible prices. The 
chief drawback to this idea appears to be 
that there is said to be behind the scheme 
for German control, through govern- 
mental auspices of the oil business, a 
large number of the leading bankers of 
that country who are said to have ac- 
quired interest in oil production in Rus- 
sia, Austria and Servia. Just how much 
truth there is in this statement the of- 
ficlals here are not advised. They do 
know, however, that oil from those fields 
nearer to Germany is much inferior to 


that offered on the German market by 
American oil producers, 

It is the declared purpose of President 
Tatt’s administration and the State De- 
partment to make perfectly clear that 
there is no disposition on the part of this 
government to refrain from giving all 
possible aid in this expected controversy 
to Germany on account of any conditions 
that have arisen in the United States with 
respect to alleged violations of law by 
the Standard or any Other oil-producing 
corporation in this country. The State 
Department officials assert that any sit- 
uation with respect to unfair treatment 
of an American product is to be treated 
by the State Department through every 
possible channel precisely on its merits 
and regardless of any differences over 
questions of law pending in the courts of 
this country. 

The fact is that this question as to 
treatment by Germany of American oil 
in what amounts to a grossly unfair way 
is so much like the potash controversy, 
and has a bearing also upon the pending 
propositions involved in the payment of 
export bounties by Germany upon _ prod- 
ucts sent to the markets of the United 
States and other countries, that one can- 
hot help but recall the extent to which 
President Taft’s administration, through 
Secretary Knox, of the State Department, 
brought these controversies to the atten- 
tion of Congress in December last. On 
December 13, 1911, Secretary Knox ad- 
dressed a letter to Chairman Underwood, 
of the House Committee on Ways and 
Means, calling attention to various dis- 
criminations and unfair treatment by for- 
eign countries of American trade. A half 
dozen countries were specified in Mr. 
Kuox’s letter as being engaged in prac- 
tices which operated greatly to the disad- 
vantage of American trading interests. 
The purpose of Mr. Knox in writing this 
letter was to induce Mr. Underwood and 
his colleagues of the committee to enact 
supplemental legislation to the maximum 
tariff section of our tariff law authorizing 
the President of the United States, in his 
discretion, to exact part of the maximum 
duties on imports of such discriminating 
countries and to levy such discrimina- 
tions against single articles alone rather 
than subject the trade of this country 
with such discriminating foreign countries 
to the entire burden of the maximum 
tariff of tha United States. 

In Mr. Knox’s letter to Chairman Un- 
derwood reference was made to Belgium, 
Germany, Italy, Bulgaria, Portugal and 
Austria-Hungary, most of which coun- 
tries had been engaged in transactions 
which operated unfairly upon the trade of 
the United States. In practically all of 
these countries these adverse acts were 
directed against oil, either illuminating or 
cottonseed oil, shipped from the United 
States into those countries. At that time 
no reference was made to Germany as 
having placed any adverse obstacles in 
the way of American sales of oil in that 
country, for the present plan had not then 
been proposed. The meat embargoes and 
the policy of Germany with respect to 
governmental regulations of the output 
for potash mines were mentioned, and 
also the question which is now pending 
in the Treasury Department and in the 
German foreign office in regard to export 
certificate practices, which, Mr. Knox de- 
clared, ‘‘provide the equivalent of houn- 
tics upon exports and which are destruc- 
tive of American trade in neutral mar- 
kets.”’ 


When it came to touching questions alf- 
fecting the American oil trade, reference 
was made by Mr. Knox, in speaking of 
Belgium, to the failure of the administra- 
tion of the State railways of that coun- 
try ‘“‘to permit the Continental Petroleum 
Company of Austria, representing a Texas 
oil exporting concern, to bid for supplying 
the state railways with illuminating oil 
of American production.’’ Complaint was 
also made by Mr. Knox of the imposition 
by the Italian government of a manufac- 
turing tax upon imported cottonseed oil, 
a distinctive American product, whereas 
no such tax is levied upon any other im- 
ported edible oil. Similar unfair treat- 
ment of American cottonseed oil was re- 
ferred to in the case of Bulgaria, which 
government requires that cottonseed oil 
imported shall be denatured and rendered 
unlit for human consumption. Mr. Knox 
also stated that Portugal had practically 
prohibited imports of cottonsed oil, Re- 
rerring to Austria-Hungary, about which 
there have been many complaints as to 
the treatment by that government of cot- 
tonseed and other oils, mention was made 
by the Secretary of State that the “un- 
equal, oppressive measures authorized by 
that government had applied to American 
investments in Austria in respect to con- 
version of crude oil into refined oil and 
the distribution of the finished product as 
compared with the treatment acorded the 
investments of Austrian citizens similarly 
engagei.”’ 

It will thus be seen that the United 
Stutes government, through the State De- 
partment, has long been engaged in ef- 
forts to interest the Congress of the 
United States in legislation which should 
have the effect to prevent in some degree 
the discriminations by foreign countries 
against specific articles of American 
trade. Refined oils, such as would be af- 
fected by the proposed German oil monap- 
oly, were included in the list. | Secretary 
Knox has asked that our tariff law be so 
changed as to enable the President to take 
notice in an effective way of these unfair 
discriminations, and that he not be com- 
pelled to impose the full maximum tariff 
of this country against such discriminat- 
ing foreign country, but to lay a 5 or 10 
per cent., for example, increased duty on 
certain specific goods exported by such 
foreign country to the United States. 

No attention was paid by the Ways and 
Means Committee to this suggestion by 
the State Department, notwithstanding 
the fact that oil producers, whether il- 
luminating or edible oils, made frequent 
requests of Chairman Underwood that 
something be done in line with what the 
administration had proposed. The result 
is, therefore, that there is nothing this 
government can do, no matter what Ger- 
many shall elect to carry out with respect 
to the monopolization, through an im- 
perial law, of illuminating oils in Ger- 
many, except to protest against unfair 
treatment of American oil producers who 
seck the markets of Germany for the dis- 
position of their goods. The State De- 
partment officials do not go so far as to 
say that their efforts will be ineffective, 
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but they point to the fact that in a sim- 
ilar case relating to potash the depart- 
ment's efforts were directed to securing 
the necessary legislation to make the 
plfus and purposes of this government 
effective, and that nothing came of these 
efforts made by the department with 
Congress, 





The German-Amerivan Petroleum 
Company’s Statement. 


The following is a translation from a 
pamphlet issued by the German-American 
Petroleum Company, of Hamburg, the 
subsidiary of the Standard Oil Company 
in Germany, regarding the proposal to 
establish a monopoly in the empire:— 


In the official Norddeutschen Allgeracinen 
Zeitung an article has appeared in which the 
government proposes to establish a petroleum 
monopoly since there is a possibility that our 
company would push its prices for oil unnat- 
urally high as soon as we chall have no com- 
petition to fear. It would 2em, however, ac- 
cording to the same article, that the govern- 
ment confirms us in saying that up to this 
time our prices have not been artificiaily 
high, but on the contrary, have been reason- 
able. It is surely without precedent tuat a 
government should propose to found a monup- 
oly on the bare supposition that 2t some suture 
time the importers might so raise prices to an 
extent harmful to German consumers, and that 
therefore a monopoly should be established. 
The reproach that we would at some time 
exploit the consumers has, however, been made 
before; in fact, it greeted us in the very year 
of our birth, April, 1890, and since that time 
its clamor has never ceased. 

We can understand that jealous competitors 
who have been unable to struggle against our 
excellent organization and our always reason- 
able prices should not allow this charge to die 
out. It is impossible to understand, however, 
why the government should take up this battle 
ery of competitors as all sufficient for the 
establishment of a government monopoly. Still, 
let us be just; the government has without 
doubt been led astray by the prejudiced re- 
ports of our competitors and has taken an en- 
tirely false view of the situation in the petro- 
jeum industry. 

But why, we may ask, were the conferences 
regarding the establishment of this petroleum 
monopoly so secretly carried on, and why have 
we been so carefully barred from the circle 
in which the State considered these questions? 
Was it because certain interests feared that 
through our knowledge of the business we 
could disturb their plans and destroy their 
hopes? It is certainly an unique situation, 
when in treating the question of establishing 
a petroleum monopoly the largest German pe- 
troleum company is forced to put its opinion in 
pamphlet form, while bank directors and edi- 
tors are consulted as experts in the business. 

What must these ‘‘experts’’ have tld the 
government? 

Again, why were we not asked to join the 
consultations? 

Does the reason lie, as stated in one of the 
newspapers, in the fact that we are “‘inter- 
ested’’ parties? If this is the case, how about 
the ‘‘very well-known representatives with 
whom conferences have been held in regard to 
the petroleum monopoly?” Are none of these 
“interested’’ parties? 

It is chiefly the work of the Deutsche Bank 
which is trying to force through a petroleum 
monopoly on account of yts interests in the 
Steaua Romana, the European Petroleum 
Union and the German Petroleum Sales Com- 
pany which filled the government with their 
one-sided information. 

Why? To earn less money under a _ petro- 
leum monopoly? 

Is there anything to be gained by a petro- 
leum monopoly? In its report for the year 
1911 the Deutsche Bank says ‘‘the price of 
petroleum products has been a marked in- 
erease in most countries in the last few 
months, and in Germany alone up to the 
present time there has been but little in- 
crease.’’ It means that the Deutsche Bank 
finds even such prices too low, and this at a 
time when our average price was about 17% 
pfennigs per liter. 

The bank desires higher prices. It is its 
goal and its sole desire. Under the present 
conditions these higher prices are not possible, 
and the bank hopes now for salvation through 
a petroleum monopoly. 


EFFECT UPON CONSUMERS. 


The goal will be reached if the monopoly is 
formed in accordance with the plans of the 
Deutsche Bank, though with disastrous effect 
to the consumer. Let us look at this plan a 
little more closely. 

The question of supply, the most interesting 
question in all monopolies, was treated in the 
Nordeutschen Allgemeinen Zeitung article in 
the most remarkable manner. First and fore- 
most, of course, was the theme of emancipation 
from the Standard Oil Company. Supplies 
should be drawn from other sources. The 
article coolly says:— 

‘For this purpose the supplies may be drawn 
from American concerns independent of the 
Standard Oil Company, from Russia, Roumania 
and Galicia, so that it does not appear improb- 
able that the whole undertaking can be man- 
aged and the requisite oil for Germany obtained 
for the greater part without calling upon the 
Standard Oil Company."’ 

From this it would appear that the group of 
banks interested in the business have not at 
present anything like an adequate petroleum 
supply in sight. But, of course, this makes 
no difference! Then, so the article continues, 
“One may trust also in the businesslike man- 
agement of the Standard Oil Company.’’ That 
is to say that the Standard Oil Company will 
calmly step down and turn over the needed 
supply to the marketing company which has 
driven it out of business which it has been 
forty years in building up with the greatest 
effectiveness and at the very cheapest price. 
This certainly would appear to be about the 
weakest foundation possible upon which to 
build a petroleum monopoly. A house built 
upon such a foundation would certainly come 
down some day with a crash. But what dif- 
ference does that make? The interested parties 
would in any case have made a beautiful profit, 
and for what other purpose does the German 
public exist than for the filling of their 
pockets? 


And they will be filled. 

To be sure, the state is to secure every one 
against high prices, and, as the Nordeutschen 
Allgemeinen Zeitung states, a price limit will 
be fixed. But at what shall this secretly 
intimated maximum or ‘high price limit’’ be 
fixed? Why does not the official sheet name 
the limit that is commonly known to be con 
templated. It is 20 pfennigs per liter ex 
tank—that is, in such plaees in which tank 
stations exist—when the price for house de 
livery to the retailers would be at least 21 
pfennigs. In places where there are no tank 
stations the price would be raised in accord 
ance with the increased expenses of the busi- 
ness, and would average at least 21% pfennigs 
That is, therefore, the upper price limit, but 
not the highest limit, and at that the price 
would be such as has never been asked or 
paid in Germany. Is that, however, all that 
the government intends the monopoly to ac- 
complish—to raise the price of oil to a point 
hitherto unheard of? 

We have been accused of increasing the price, 
and here the government proposes to establish 
a price which overtops any prices of ours 
since 1898 by more than 5 pfennigs. Our 





average price from 1893 to 1911 was about 15.94 
rfennigs per liter retail, as we can prove by 
our books, and this price has only varied 
about 1.8 pfennig per liter from its lowest 
point in 1905 to its highest limit in 1908, and 
was in 1911 4 pfennigs less than in 1904. 

When one compares the price of 21 to 21% 
phennigs with our average price of 15.94 and 
then reads in the Nordeutschen. Allgemeinen 
Zeitung the sentence, ‘‘As to whether this un- 
dertaking will yield a profit cannot at present 
be accurately predicted,’’ one seems to be hear- 
ing a voice from another world. At the price 
of 15.94 pfennigs per liter, in spite of varying 
markets, we have earned a couple of millions 
every year, and the government does not know 
whether a profit may be obtained or ‘not at 
21 pfennigs. That is the result of asking 
information from bankers. 

Has the government clearly understood what 
a difference of 5 pfennigs per liter means to 
the consumer? Considering that 1 phennig 
per liter means 10,000,000 marks, 5 pfennigs 
must mean at least 50,000,000 marks. This 
50,000,000 marks additional must the German 
people pay for their great good fortune in 
having a petroleum monopoly. If this trick 
was not such an accursedly clever one on 
the part of the banks one would incline to 
think it extremely stupid. 

We wish, however, to do the Deutsche Bank 
justice. In our tawsuit for breach of faith 
and contract against the youngest offspring 
of the Deutsche Bank, the German Petroleum 
Sales Company, the latter claimed that we had 
made the price so low that in the last five 
months they had lost about 2,000,000 marks. 
We can prove by our books that during the 
same period we made a very fair profit at an 
average price of about 15 pfennigs per liter, 
while the Deutsche Bank on its own statement 
lost about 2,000,000 in five months. These 
figures speak powerfully, and clearly show that 
the Deutsche Bank must have a price of about 
21% pfennigs in order to exist. The question, 
therefore, is earnestly to be asked whether 
under these circumstances the Deutsche Bank 
is a suitable counsellor for the government, 
and whether it is sufficiently familiar with the 
oil business to carry out the petroleum monop- 
oly which it has planned? Is the German pub- 
lic really so fast asleep that it is prepared to 
pay about 50,000,000 marks to the bank in 
order to say ‘“‘Thank God, we have a mo- 
nopoly’’? 

Furthermore, it would appear that the ex- 
ponents of a monopoly do not feel at all sure 
that they can make sufficient profit at a price 
of 21 pfennigs. A harmless sounding sentence 
in the Nordeutschen Allgemeinen Zeitung 
clearly indicates this—‘'So long as it seems ad- 
visable, the previous supply of the retailers 
may be continued by means of tank wagon de- 
liveries.’" To the marketing company the right 
is reserved, however, to substitute barrel sales 
ex warehouse for tank wagon sales. Now, 
the cost of tank wagon deliveries comes to 
about 2% pfennigs per liter, while the cost of 
barrel delieveries ex warehouse comes at most 
to 1 pfennig per liter. This means that if the 
marketing company so desires the retailers will 
be deprived of their clean, fireproof and leak- 
age-free delivery of oil in electrically welded 
tanks, and that the old dirty, leaky and dan- 
gerous packages from the warehouses will be 
installed. By such a substitution the market- 
ing company will save, as is evident from the 
foregoing figures, about 1% pfennigs per liter 
in expense and will realize a profit amounting 
to about 15,000,000 marks by this means alone, 
while the retailers will lose more than this 
difference of 1% pfennigs per liter in their 
increased expenses of handling and increased 
leakage. Of course, if the marketing company 
cannot make a profit at 21% pfennigs this 
situation naturally cannot be helped! 
GOVERNMENT REVENUE MAY BE LOW- 

ERED. 

The government is figuring upon a price of 21 
pfennigs, which mark has never been reached 
before in Germany. Have they considered what 
is going to become of their import duties in 
this case? Our experience has universally been 
that an increase in the price of petroleum 
reduces its consumption in favor of gas and 
electricity. An interesting example may be 
seen in Italy, showing to what extent cen- 
sumption is affected by price. In the year 
1906, when the duty was as high as 48 francs 
(38.40 marks) per 10 kilos, the consumption 
fell to about 61,588 tons. By April 1, 1907, the 
duty was reduced to 24 francs, or 19.20 marks, 
and the consumption rose in the year 1907 
to 82,373 tons and in the year 1909 to 88.929 
tons. In January, 1911, the duty was further 
decreased to 16 francs (12.80 marks), plus 8& 
per cent. The official figures show a consump- 
tion for 1911 of 110,913 tons. In other words, 
with the reduction of the tariff, and the corre- 
sponding decrease in price, the consumption 
was nearly doubled in five years. 

A further example of the truth of our con- 
tention that the consumption varies in propor- 
tion to the price may be seen from the fol- 
lowing table in which the consumption is re- 
duced to a per capita basis:—

We fear hat the reckoning the government 
will have to make afte wo years of monopo- 
listl opt will make a most unpleasant 
showing Nevertheless, the hopes of the gov- 
ernment and the banks are high, and the con- 
sumer sits between them and tears his hair. 
We repeat the question:—Why were we not 


asked? Why did they not consult with us? 
If the monopoly is to be operated, not with 
the desire to make it a fount of wealth for the 
government, but, as officially declared, in order 
to protect the public from exploitation at our 
hands, then certainly there would have to be 
a better way to proceed than a monopoly on 
such a basis. 

Could not the government by communicating 
with us have received such other and better 
guarantees against the imaginary danger of 
putting the prices on too high a level?

Dr. Wiley’s Successor May be 
Appointed Soon. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Noy. 15, 1912. 
intimations that have been 
from the White House since 

Taft return, that, notwith- 
standing the returns of the election, it is 
his purpose to make all appointments 
which are due, or which may be due, dur- 
ing the remainder of his term, are be- 
lieved everybody who is familiar with 
the situation to include the position of 
chief of the Bureau oft Chemistry, for- 
merly held by Dr. Harvey W. Wiley, and 
which is now occupied by Dr, R. E. Doo- 
little as acting chief. 

Up to this time no information has been 
given to any of the various candidates 
here, nor is anything xknown in the de- 
partment as to what President Taft’s in- 
tentions are with respect to this office. 
Various rumors have been in circulation. 
but efforts to verify them have been with- 
out avail. About two weeks ago a report 
was given out, with apparent authority, 
that Dr. Alsberg, of the uepartment, had 
been selected and that his nomination 
would be made by President Taft in due 
course. Dr, Alsberg knew no more about 
it then, or now, than does any of his as-~ 
sociates in the department. The friends 
of Dr. Doolittle have been confident from 
the beginning that he would be given the 
appointment, and they insist that noth- 
ing has occurred to change their opinion 
.n this respect. 

Within the last few days suggestions 
have been made that Prechions Taft will 
not be disposed to appoint the chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry and that the men 
variously suggested for the position will 
not be inclined to accept it now that there 
is to be a change of administration, on 
the supposition that whoever may be 
named by President Taft would be called 
upon to relinquish the office to some 
Democrat to be selected by Mr. Wilson 
when he enters the White House. So far 
as can be learned this idea does not stand 
with the friends of Dr. Doolittle, whatever 
other candidates may think of it. Those 
who are urging that Dr. Doolittle should 
be named are more confident than ever 
now that he will secure the place, because, 
even if he is not permitted to retain the 
office after the inauguration of Mr. Wil- 
son, his friends believe that he should be 
given the honor of the appointment rather 
than be permitted to serve all these 
months as acting chief and then be re- 
tired without ever having had the honor 
of an appointment to thee position. Those 
who are in position to know what Dr. 
Doolittle himself thinks of the matter are 
assured that whether he shall be retained 
in office by the incoming administration 
or not, Dr, Doolittle hopes and expects 
to receive the appointment for the re- 
maining months of Mr. Taft’s term. 

Probably nothing will be known as to 
whether any other of the candidates 
would accept the place unless formal ten- 
der of the position were made to them. 
Naturally, the change of administration 
makes a difference with the man to be 
chosen for the position of chief of the 
Bureau of Chemistry, although the fact 
that it is a highly technical and scientific 
place mnakes it reasonable to suppose that 
if President Taft should hit upon a man 
of popular choice, his appointee might 
not be disturbed by the incoming adminis- 
tration, 

Certain it is if the suggestions which 
emanate from the White House that Pres- 
ident Taft will make all appointments 
that fall to him between now and the 
4th of March is adhered to, he will, within 
a short time, name a successor to Dr, 


Wiley as chief of the Bureau of Chem- 
istry,

May Test Saccharine Inhibition, 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 

Washington, Nov. 15, 1912. 
The oflicials of the pure food division of 
the Department of Agriculture and other 
officers of the department who have to do 
with pure food matters have no informa- 
tion regarding the reports circulated that 
there is to be a test in the courts of the 
order recently made limiting the use of 
saccharine in foods to only such foods as 


are manufactured for people who find 
that sugar is injurious to their health. 
Among the attorneys of the city who 


might be called upon to participate in 
such litigation nothing has been heard of 
it. It has long been believed by those 
who have followed the sacharine contro- 
versy in the department that the manu- 
facturers of saccharine will not rest con- 
tent under the order which would limit 
the use of saccharine in foods. Whether 


the test is to be brought in the courts 
here or elsewhere has not yet been dis- 
closed, 


The pure food officials of the depart- 
ment say that no suggestion has been 
made to them of a test case béing brought 
with the co-operation of the department. 
The inspectors, under the direction of the 
pure food ofticials, are making whatever 
coliection of foods supposed to contain 
saccharine that they find on the market, 
with a view to enforcing the law wherever 
there have been infractions of it. Thus 
far the olficials say there have been no 
seizures of foods.containing saccharine 
that warrant action by the government. 
in a few instances there were some so- 
called “‘soft drinks’’ found on the local 
markets of Washington containing small 
quantities of saccharine, but the seizures 
of such products are not regarded as of 
very serious moment by the officials 
charged with the enforcement of the law. 

In the opinion of the department au- 
thorities the procedure of the department 
with respect to the saccharine order, 
which was based upon an official interpre- 
tation of the pure food law and in its in- 
hibitions, will be precisely the same as in 
other cases. If a suit results from their 
seizures of products alleged to contain 
saccharine they will try the case wherever 
it shall arise. 

Secretary Wilson has returned to the de- 
partment after an extended absence, but 
up to this time he has given no intima- 
tions of a purpose to give an early de- 
cision in the case involving the use of 
copper sulphates in the greening of vege- 
tables, especially peas. Secretary Wilson 
heard the protests of the canners against 
the order recently issued by the Board of 
Food and Drug Inspection, and the of- 
ficials of the department say that the 
matter rests with the Secretary himself 
as to determining what shall be done. 
Up to this time he has not consulted with 
the pure food officials in his department 
in any way to indicate that he is prepared 
to issue a final decision.

CALIFORNIA OIL FIELD. 
DEVELOPMENT. 


The petroleum industry is of such re- 
cent growth in California that the oil 
fields can be conveniently considered in 
the order of their development. 

After a small production, chiefly of 
heavy fuel oil, for many years in Ven- 
tura, Santa Barbara, Los Angeles and 
Fresno counties oil was discovered near 
Bakersfield, in Kern county, in 1899, and 
the Kern River field rapidly developed. 
This encouraged prospecting in many 
parts of the State and rapidly increased 
the production of the Coalinga field in 
Fresno County and developed the Santa 
Maria field in San Barbara county. Be- 
fore this time much prospecting had been 
earried on in the west side of the San 
Joaquin Valley, developing the Sunset, 
Midway and McKittrick fields. Meanwhile 
the Sherman, Whittier and other more 
limited pools in and near Los Angeles had 
developed significent production. Finally 
during 1910 and 1911 oil was discovered in 
the La Habra Valley and in the Lost Hills 
and Elk Hills districts. 

The discovery of oil has followed the 
investigation of seepages in many parts 
of the State from Humboldt county on 
the north, a distance of 650 miles, to San 
Diego on the south. 

Developments in 1911:—At the close of 
1910 o11 was being produced in California 
at a rate greater than the average for 
the year. This increase continued, and 
the total production for the year 1911 was 
81,134,391 barrels, compared with 73,010,560 
barrels in 1910. Although the consumption 
also increased, production continued to 
exceed the demand, stocks increased to 
about 44,000,000 barrels, and prices receded 
to 30 cents a barrel where they were not 
governed by long-time contracts, although 
higher prices ruled for refining oils. The 
increased production was chiefly from the 
Temblor Range regions, western Kern 
county, from the pools already developed 
in 1910. Significant discoveries during the 
year were (1) the evidences of a large 
field in La Habra Valley, (2) the exist- 
ence of an important field in the Bel- 
ridge region along the San Joaquin Val- 
ley between McKittrick and the Lost 
Hills, and (3) the discovery. at the end 
of the year in the Coalinga field of a 
zone of lighter oil 1,400 feet below the 
main producing beds in a lower geologic 
formation, 

The Lake View gusher collapsed at the 
end of 1910. In the latter part of March 
the Associated Oil Company drilled in 
section 13, T. 3, R. 10, in La Habra Val- 
Jey, 3 miles from the old Fullerton field 
and in line with the developments in the 
Coyote Hills. Oil was found at 3,360 feet, 
and the wells started at 600 barrels a day. 
This caused such activity in the region 
and such favorable results that in June 
the Fullerton field, including the new de- 
velopments, was producing about half 
a million barrels monthly. The oil sands 
seem thick and the wells promise to be 
persistent producers. The Standard Oil 
Company promptly connected the field by 
pipe lines to its tank station at Wortham 
and by the end of the year completed the 
connection to the new refinery at El Se- 
gundo, near Los Angeles, the work on 
which began during the year. The re- 
finery was practically completed and re- 
fining was begun by the end of December 
with a capacity of 5,000 barrels a day, 
to be rapidly increased. The Associated 
Oil Company drilled test wells in the Elk 
Hills, San Joaquin Valley, in section 26, 
T. 30 S., R. 23 E., and in section 30, T. 30, 
R. 24, and obtained oil in both, with a 
likelihood of a production of several hun- 
dred barrels per day in at least the latter, 
thus proving the oil-bearing character of 
these hills, as had been predicted by the 
government geologists. The oil was found 
at a depth of more than 3,000 feet and 
proved to be of 27 degrees to 28 degrees 
B., an unusually high gravity. 

Important discoveries were made by 
drilung along the border of the San 
Joaquin Valley to the northwest of the 
McKittrick field, in the Belridge and Lost 
Hills fields, the result being a considerable 
extension of the possibly productive ter- 
ritory. 

Interesting developments were alse 
made in the Cat Canyon field. On No- 


vember the Union Oil Company obtained 
a 3,600-barrel well of high gravity oil. 
‘Transportation facilities in the California 
fields were increased by the line of the 
Associated Oil Company from Canarez 
station to the Lost Hills. 

Larger Oil consumption:—The expected 
accumulation of stocks took place, but it 
is important to note the considerable in- 
creases jn consumption. Among these 
were contracts with Arizona smelters for 
(0,00 barrels a month, made at the be- 
sinning of 1911; atso in October the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway was buying 20,000 
barrels a month for use in terminal yards 
and on the steamers plying to the north. 
It is said to be the plan of this railway 
eventually to use oil exclusively for its 
passenger service as far as Kamloops, 
British Columbia. The year proved suc- 
cessful for the Independent Producers’ 
Agency. After many methods for re- 
lieving the situation had been suggested 
the association agreed to a plan for pro- 
viding 10,000,000 barrels of storage, and at 
the end of the year contracts for build- 
ing this storage had been made. 

Inasmuch as the consumption has been 
increased beyond what was deemed prob- 
able at the beginning of the year, it can 
be considered that the critical conditions 
existing 1n California in 1911 have not 
been entirely without permanent bene- 
fit to the trade, which has now reached a 
position where the addition of even one 
or two large steamship companies to the 
ranks of oil burners, or equivalent con- 
sumption in other directions, would make 
the demand equal the present production. 
It is not too much to expect that unless 
a great increase in production takes place 
in 1912 the increase of manufacturers and 
of domestic consumption will reduce the 
accumulated stocks.

Philadelphia Petroleum Exports. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Philadelphia, Nov. 11, 1912. 
Exports of petroleum in bulk for the 
week ending Saturday last were consider- 
ably above the average for the year thus 
far, comprising the cargoes of five steam 
carriers and one bark. The total for the 
week was 7,090,931 gallons, bringing the 


total for the year’s shipments in bulk up 
the 261,581,519 gallons. During the same 
period in 1911 the total bulk shipment was 
298,969,688 gallons. 

The vessels to clear, their destinations, 
the nature of their cargoes and the value 
of the latter were as follows:—German 
steamer Wilkommen, for Stockholm, with 
1,375,530 gallons of refined petroleum, val- 
ued at $75,552,96; British steamer Suram, 
for Copenhagen, with 1,480,451 gallons of 
refined petroleum, valued at $80,326.65; 
German steamer Mannheim, for Copen- 
hagen, with 1,019,295 gallons of refined 
petroleum, valued at $74,460.05; British 
steamer Delaware, for Belfast, with 
1,595,655 gallons of refined petroleum, val- 
ued at $73,604.26; Austrian steamer Car- 
men, for Patras or Piraeus, with 900,000 

gallons of refined petroleum, valued at 
530, 687.50; French bark Touraine, for Ade 
laide, with 220,000 gallons of refined petro 
leum in cases, valued at $20.3!

running this oil into its own lines. 

There are also strong indications that the 
Standard has made arrangements to take 
all the light oil produced by the K. T. and 
O. Company, which now amounts to nearly 
250,000 barrels a month. It is stated that 
this latter contract involves an arrangement 
by which the railroad will secure an equiv- 


alent of residuum for fuel in its locomotives 
for all the light oil delivered to the Stand- 
ard, 

It can readily be seen that such arrange- 
ments as those mentioned above places the 
Standard in an extremely strong position, 
and nullifies all the predictions that the 
Standard intends going out of the fuel oil 


business. As a matter of fact, it looks as if 
the Standard was just beginning preparations 
to get into the fuel oil business in a large 
scale.

officials and impress on their 
necessity for also strengthening 
their position. They realize that unless the 
low grade producers shut down their mills 
entirely, some concern is going to get this 
oil, and the point at issue is, whether the 
Ageney secures their oil or whether it goes 
to a competitor. It is not probable that 
the Agency members will permit a com- 
petitor to secure it, although by admitting 
these producers into membership, thereby 
adding 30,000 barrels a day to the Agency 
production, they will be obliged to return 
to the plan of pro-rating their sales and 
storing a part of their oil. They have recent- 
ly arrived at the point where the production 
and sales balance, and in taking on more 
oil the members will be obliged to make 
some sacrifice for the good of the cause. 


CUTTING DOWN FIELD WORK. 


That field work is being curtailed in the 
Sunset-Midway district can be seen from an 
analysis of operations there. It has been 
stated before that the greater part of 
the work now being done was carried on 
by the large concerns. Of the 148 strings 
of tools now running in this district, 108 are 
being operated by seven companies, and of 
these 108, three companies are running 91 
strings. The General Petroleum Company is 
running 35 strings, the K. I. and O. Com- 
pany 35, and the Standard 21 strings. The 
other large concerns are gradually cutting 
down on their new work. The Santa Fe is 
now drilling but six new wells, the Union 
Oil Company five, the American Petroleum 
three and the Associated three. 


CONSOLIDATION, 


Consolidation among many of the large 
producing companies is becoming popular in 
California. The Oil Producers’ and Refiner’s 
Compapy has closed a deal whereby it will 
absorb the North American Oil Company in 
the Sunset-Midway field, with a production 
of 6,000 barrels a day. The United Oil Com- 
pany, in the same field, with an output of 
1,000 barrels a day, and the Section Two 
Syndicate, which has recently brought in 
a 1,200-barrel well on section 2-32-23, also in 
the same field.

The General Petroleum 
in the market for good oil 
continues to buy where the opportunity is 
offered. The latest deal was consummated 
last week, whereby the company acquires 
all the holdings of the combination Midway 
Oil Company, which embrace 160 acres in 
the Midway field, where the company has 
a substantial production, 1,420 acres of 
prospective land in the Kettleman Hills, and 
5,600 acres in the prospective fields in Mexico. 
The price is said to be $3,500,000, payable in 
stocks and boads of the General Petroleum 
Company. The concern is building up a 
strong organization in this State and one 
that the Standard and Union may have to 
reckon with, 

The company is now running 35 strings of 
tools on its various properties and increasing 
its production rapidly. The pipe line of the 
General Pipe Line Company, a_ subsidiary, 
will be completed abont March or April, 
next. Seventy-three miles of the line have 
already been laid, and work is being rushed. 
This will be the only line connecting the 
Kern county and northern fields with the 
Los Angeles markets. The Standard is 
bringing oil south in boats, but has not as 
vet announced its intentions of building a 
line between these points. 

The General Petroleum has been granted a 
franchise by the city of Los Angeles at the 
harbor for storage and loading plants, and 
will expend in the immediate future $250,000 
at this point.

Court Reverses Decision Regarding 
Sale of Cottonseed Oil Plant. 


The Appellate Division of the New York 
Supreme Court has reversed the decision 
of the lower court in regard to the sale 
of the cottonseed oil refinery of Oliver 
Brothers Refining Company, at Ports- 
mouth. Va., to Aspegren & Co., in which 
the latter had been allowed a commis- 
sion of two and one-half per cent. as the 
buyer of the plant. 

The plaintiff, Oliver Refining Company, 
offered an option for two weeks to rent 
or buy the refinery in question. If bought 
on or before the expiration of this option 
the price was to be $135,000, and if rented 
for one year, the rent to be $14,000, with 
the option of buying at the expiration of 
nine months at $140,000. The option stated 
that a commission of two and one-half 
per cent. was to be paid should the sale 
take place. The proposition was never 
accepted and the option expired.

Argentina Trade Mark Require- 


ments. 
(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 15, 1912. 

The increasing trade of Argentina in im- 
ported commodities and the development 
of the industries of that country, result- 
ing in many conflicts over trade-marks, 
has induced the executive officials of that 
country to establish new regulations re- 
specting the registration of trade-marks. 
Writing to the Bureau of Foreign and 
Domestic Commerce, Consul General Bar- 
tleman, at Buenos Aires, gives the follow- 
ing account of the promulgation of an 
executive decree setting forth the new 
regulations substantially as follows:— 
The Office of Patents and Trade-Marks 
will not accept an application for a trade- 
mark unless it bears the name and address 
of the applicant and an itemized statement 
of the articles to which the mark is to ap- 
ply, with the number of the class of articles 
to which each belongs. The decree estab- 
lishes twenty-five distinct classes of articles 
(the twenty-fifth including those articles 
which do not fall within any of the other 
classes), and the single registration of a 
mark will not be effective for more than one 
class of articles. When it is desired to have 
a trade-mark apply to more than one class 
of articles it is necessary to make out a 
separate application for each class in ques- 
tion. When a merchant or manufacturer 
makes application to have his name regis- 
tered as a trade-mark he should do so in 
such form as to avoid all confusion, and if 
the application does not fulfill this require- 
ment to the satisfaction of the Office of 
Patents and Trade-Marks the applicant will 
be notified and given an opportunity to 
change the form of his application. When 
the name of a particular product of any 
kind appears as a part of the design which 
it is desired to register, registration will not 
be granted for products other than the one 
thus indicated.

Cultivation of China Wood Oil 


Tree in the United States 


REPRESENTATIVE OF UNITED STATES 
DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE 
TELLS MEMBERS OF PAINT MANU- 
FACTURERS’ ASSOCIATION OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF THE PROGRESS 
THAT IS BEING MADE IN THIS COUN- 
TRY ALONG THIS LINE. 


(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter.) 


Washington, Nov. 8, 1912. 

As a result of more than seven years of 
experimenting in the subject of growing 
in a commercial way on American soil of 
the Chinese wood oil tree, the officials of 
the Department of Agriculture are not yet 
prepared to state that the experiments 
ltius far warrant the statement that suc- 
cessful commercial results can be ob- 
tained. The chief difficulty thus far en- 
countered is the ascertainment of the ulti- 
mate low temperature which the Chinese 
wood oil can stand, and all that has been 
known about this up to the present time 
is that trees planted in the Tallahassee 
district of Florida have stood a test of 14 
degrees above zero. 

Some details of the work that has been 
accomplished by the Department of Agri- 
culture was brought to the attention of 
the members of the Paint Manufacturers’ 
Association of the United States at its 
revent session by David Fairchild, a mem- 
ber of the scientific force of the depart- 
ment, an agricultural expert in foreign 
seeds, and engaged in the work of trans- 
ferring to American soil desirable foreign 
plants and seeds. Mr. Fairchild did not 
lalk to the paint manufacturers as an 
expert in oil, but merely to explain what 
has been accomplished during the past 
seven years in this work that is of so 
much interest to the paint and varnish 










































































































































































manufacturers in the country. Mr. Fair- 
clild explained that the principal object 
he has in talking to the paint and var- 
nish men at this time is not only to tell 
what has been done, but, if possible, to 
induce men who are interested in the 
paint and varnish trades to use suitable 
lands, in desirable locations, for experi- 
ments in the production of these wood 
oil trees in the hopes that the best pos- 
sible results can be obtained and the pro- 
duction of the Chinese wood oil be placed 
on a substantial commercial basis in this 
country. 

It was explained by Mr. Fairchild that 
about seven years ago a quantity of the 
fruit of the Chinese wood oil tree was sent 
to this country by Consul General Wil- 
cox, al Hankow, China. Some of this 
fruit, in the form of seeds, was planted 
in California and at various places 
throughout the South. The planting was 
done at general haphazard, mainly for the 
purpose of inducing the people to take an 
interest in the experiment, but the ex- 
periments in the South were tried in many 
private grounds, parks and cemeteries 
which were utilized. The results obtained 
up to this time are regarded by Mr. Fair- 
child and his associates as very promis- 
ing. The first fruits were obtained in 
1910, five years after the first planting. 
This was regarded as demonstrating that 
the plants would grow and fruit to an 
exteit indicating that a sufficient quantity 
of the nuts can be obtained from the 
fruit to extract oil therefrom. 

The most successful and promising ex- 
periment that has been made was that of 
an aged man in Tallahassee, Fla., William 
H. Raynes. Mr. Raynes is a private ex- 
perimenter, and he displayed so much in- 
terest in the growth and development of 
the China wood oil trees which came un- 
der his care that last year he sent a 
bushel of the nuts from trees grown under 
his attention. This year he has sent two 
bushels of the nuts, and under the care 
and attention he is able to give to the 
trees the department experts are im- 
pressed wtih the idea that nuts producing 
commercial quantities of oil may be ob- 
tained. The results secured in California 
have not been so successful, and it is not 
regarded as probable that irrigated land 
is suitable to the Chinese wood oil tree. 
The land best adapted are the cheap lands 
in the South. The idea is that from thirty 
to seventy-five pounds of the nuts are ob- 
tainable from a tree under proper grow- 
ing conditions, and that the prevailing 
prices of China wood oil, ranging from 
6 to 12 cents a pound, the production per 
acre in the China wood oil nuts would 
give a favorable crop per acre compared 
with other crops requiring similar atten- 
tion. 

The chief value of the Chinese wood nut 
for all purposes as a crop are said to be 
the comparative quick growth, the im- 
perishable character of the crop, the ease 
with which it can be marketed and the 
fact that it is so easy to be handled, 
making it not altogether, perhaps, as val- 
uable a crop per acre as apples, but should 
produce from $23 to $46 an acre upon the 
busis of one bushel of the nuts per tree. 
The low cost of maintenance and other 
features warrant the officials in believing 
that the experiments thus far have justi- 
fied all that can be expected, and when 
the question of the precise degree of low 
temperature which these wood oil trees 
will stand has been settled definitely it 
wili be possible to select wider areas in 
which the trees can be planted. 

In this view of the results thus far 
achieved the officials are not prepared to 
guarantee that commercial quantities of 
the oil-producing nuts are possible, but 
they are well pleased wtih the success 
thus far obtained. Since the talk Mr. 
Fairchild made before the paint manu- 
facturers one of the leading paint and 
varnish men has arranged for planting in 
Georgia an acre of the wood oil tree seed 
in the hope of giving a fair test to the 
question. 

A brief reference was made by Mr. Fair- 
child in his address to the experiments 
that have been made wtih the Japanese 
lacquer tree. This tree is of the sumac 
family and is as poisonous as the poison 
ivy. Mr. Fairchild declares that it should 
be the province of the chemists of the 
country to investigate this lacquer tree 
sap, which is the lacquer itself, and 
which is taken at the time each year 
when the sap falls, to determine what 
can be done to guard against the poison- 
ous effects of the sap. The lacquer tree 
sap is a combination of acids, gums, etc., 
which produce, under proper application, 
the very desirable lacquer results known 
in Japan where the lacquer tree is pro- 
duced under advantageous and profitable 
conditions.

Consumption of Soya Bean Products 


in Germany. 

(Special to Oil, Paint and Drug Reporter) 

Washington, Nov. 15, 1912. 
The interest which Germany is showing 
in the purchase of soya beans and the 
products thereof, notably oil, meal, etc., is 
discussed in a report which Consul Gen- 
eral Skinner sends to the Bureau of For- 
eign and Domestic Commerce from Ham- 
burg. Mr. Skinner in this report dis- 
cusses the utilization of the soya bean in 
various ways, and gives recent price quo- 

tations on oil, cake and meal. He says: 


A growing business is being carried on in 
Hamburg in soya beans and their manufactur 
ed products, although official trade statistics 
are not yet available. The trade to a large ex- 
tent has been built up in foreign tributary 
markets, because German cattle are usually 
kept in stalls and having little exercise, are 
apt to have digestive disorders when overfed 
with soya bean cake. In Denmark, on the 
other hand, where grazing is more usval the 
demand for this feed has progressed steadily 
Sellers claim that the crushed material from 
which the oil has been extracted by simpl!e 
pressure contains 46 to 48 per cent, protein 
and fat, and that when the oil is extracted by 
means of naphtha the residue contains only 44 
per cent. of protein and fat, and latter amount- 
ing to 1 or 2 per cert. When the oil is ex- 
tracted by pressure the residue comes into the 
market ip coarse granular form, while the 
residue after extraction by naphtha is more of 
a meal. 

Prices on* October 15 were as follows:— 
Beans—For goods afloat, $43.55 per ton; No- 
vember and December shipments, $39.03 c. i. f. 
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regular ports. Cake and meal—Prices stated 
at $36.89 to $38.08 per ton. Oil—English press- 
ed, $14.28 per 220 pounds c. i. f. Hamburg; 
German pressed, $15.23 to $15.47; extracted, 
$14.04 to $14.16. 4 

Last year one Hamburg concern sent a ship- 
ment of beans to Houston, Tex., for planting, 
the results being excellent, according to re- 
ports from the importers. In England souces 
are manufactured from soya beans, and in 
Hamburg one concern has produced a coffee 
substitute or material to be added to cocoa, by 
roasting and grinding the beans. It is stated 
that this article has not met with much com- 
mercial success. 

All contracts in this country are made ac- 
cording to the terms of the Incorporated Oil 
Seed Association of London. These contracts 
consist of 13 quite lengthy articles and pro- 
vide, among other things, that all disputes 
arising out of contracts shall be referred to 
arbitration in London.

Constantly augmented purchasing op- 
erations have been noted in the whole- 
sale drug market within the week and, 
as prices of a large majority of the 
crude drugs and other commodities 
have continued to move upward, the 
importing and jobbing houses have re- 
corded a very satisfactory business. 
Though the bulk of the buying has 
been in seasonable goods, of which the 
jobbing and retail interests are still 
laying in their winter supplies, there 
has also been a brisk demand for most 
of the staple lines, and there seems to 
have been no abatement of inquiry in 
any direction. 

The hitherto dreaded downward re- 
vision of the tariff has been robbed of 
its terrors for the importing trade by 
growing recognition of the fact that 
a lowering of the duties on some of the 
foreign commodities, such as appears 
to be contemplated by the administra- 
tion which will assume control of the 
legislative and executive powers in 
Washington: next March, will tend to 
increase the volume of imports and 
inspire more extensive purcnasing by 
the ultimate consumers in this country. 
Even the domestic manufacturers of 
medicinal products are likewise awak- 
ening to a realization that they have 
nothing to fear from such a revision, a6 
applied to foreign remedies, i asmuch 
as it is obviously not the intention of 
the revisionists to reduce the present 
tariff materially on such goods, and it 
is equally evident that foreign remedies 
will not be preferred to the American 
goods unless offered at materially 
lower prices which is deemed unlikely 
in view of the heretofore uncom- 
promising maintenance of quotations 
on such foreign products by their 
makers. With regard to stocks of for- 
eign goods on hand when the new 
tariff is enacted, it is a foregone con- 
clusion taat ample time will be given 
to the merchants in possession of them 
to market all such supplies before the 
new duties become operative. 

Among the most important price 
changes within the interval have been 
sharp advances in chloroform, cocaine, 
monobromated camphor, bergamot, 
cajeput, Java citronella, clove, erige- 
ron, lemon, spearmint and tansy oils, 
buchu leaves, lobelia herbs, sage and 
spearmint leaves, Mexican sarsaparilla 
root, Sicily canary seed, decorticated 
cardamoms, Levant wormseed, Spanish 
saffron flowers, cloves and _ pure 
white beeswax. Concessions in prices 
have been noted in balsam tolu, Tahiti 
vanilla beans, anise, lemongrass, 
orange and peppermint oils, German 
calendula flowers, yerba santa, ginger 
root, bayberry wax, ginger spice and 
Autmegs.

Though no definite intimation of the 
size of the 1912-1913 crop of Turkish 
opium will be obtainable until next 
March, it is now generally believed 
that the new crop cannot fail to show 
a material curtailment, as a result of 
the comparatively limited fall planting 
in Asia Minor and Macedonia, due to 
the lack of adequate labor in the fields 
and the drought which prevailed dur- 
ing the greater part of the sowing 
period which has just ended. This 
drought has been relieved within the 
last fortnight by much-desired rains, 
but it is feared that the moisture was 
supplied too late to prove of much 
benefit, as the bulk of the fall planting, 
necessarily contracted. by the absence 
from the producing districts of all 
Turks capable of bearing arms, is be- 
lieved to have been accomplished be- 
fore the rainfall prepared the ground 
for the proper germination of the seed, 
Additional fear for a shortage in the 
new crop yield has been inspired by 
the advent of snow in Macedonia, 
where the so-called Salonika gum is 
raised. There can be no spring plant- 
ing on the mountain sides of the Bal- 
kans, because of the rugged weather 
conditions which prevail there at that 


season of the year, and, if the early 
snowfall has damaged the sowing in 
that territory, there is no hope of re- 
placing it with new planting until the 
fall of next year. Furthermore, there 
has yet been no news of rains in Toket 
and Malatia, which constitute the soft 
gum districts on the banks of the Black 
Sea, and considerable doubt is express- 
ed as to whether the crop in Asia Minor 
has been saved from the invasion of 
hostile troops from which it may have 
suffered in addition to the drought. It 
is contended in some quarters of the 
opium trade that the inevitable defeat 
of the Turkish armies by the Balkan 
federation will be followed by a sharp 
raising of prices in the primary mar- 
kets but, in view of the approach of 
the year-end settlements of loans on 
the gum and the renewal of financial 
obligation by the holders of the gum, 
it is not thought likely in other quar- 
ters that prices will be advanced ma- 
terially. Stocks of the gum in the lo- 
cal market and throughout the United 
States are only about one-half the 
size usually noted at this time of the 
year, and increasing difficulties are be- 
ing encountered in attempting to make 
shipments of the gum from the primary 
centers because of the growing scar- 
city of neutral vessels touching at the 
Turkish ports. Shipments made last 
September are only now beginning to 
reach New York. The United States 
Government report on the stocks of 
opium in bonded warehouses through- 
out this country are shown to have 
amounted on September 30 to 37,554 
pounds, as compared with 70,242 pounds 
at the corresponding date last year. 
The leading holder here has refused 
throughout the week and is still refus- 
ing to shade $7.10 for case lots of drug- 
gists’ quality and $7.15 for jobbing 
quantities though it is reported that 
some concessions are being made 
by another local holder who is offering 
to sell at $7. Similarly, though the 
principal holder of powdered and gran- 
ular grades is holding his goods firmly 
at $7.80 and $8.10, respectively, some 
other holders are cutting these figures 
to $7.70 and $8. .

Outside lots have likewise been 
purchased only sparingly, although 
they have been offered by second hands

COCAINE.—Lowering of supplies of 
hydrochloride or muriate through 
augmented takings by the legitimate 
trade has inspired a marking up of 
quotations amounting to 25c., which 
has made the revised quotations on lots 
of ounces or more $3.30 for bulk, 
$3.35 for one-ounce vials, $3.40 for half- 
eunce vials, $3.45 for quarter-ounce 
vials and $3.55 for -eighth-ounce vials. 
Some of the manufacturers are refus- 
ing to book contracts for forward de- 
livery and are accepting only orders for 
prompt shipments. The threatened 
amendment of the New York State 
cocaine law so as to make more drastic 
regulations for the sale of this local 
anesthetic is not causing any trepida- 
tion on the part of the legitime han- 
dlers of the drug who are scrupulously 
careful in observing the present law’s 
requirements and are perfectly willing 
to abide by any and all changes which 
may be incorporated into this law for 
the purpose of checking still further 
the illigitimate marketing and use 
thereof. 

CODLIVER OIL.—An active buying 
movement is noted in the medicinal 
quality here and, although some brands 
of new oil are being offered on the 
spot at $22, a majority of local han- 
dlers are holding their new crop oil 
at $22.50 and $23 and are asking up to 
$24 for a few brands. Old oil is gen- 
eraily obtainable at $22. Advices from 
Norway report the exports of this 
commodity up to October 19 as amount- 
ing to 54,359 hectoliters of steam-re- 
fined oil and the stocks in the country 
of production, including old holdings 
as reaching 33,859 hectoliters. These 
advices also express the belief that the 
1912 “bumper” yield and the “carry- 
over’ of old oil from the previous year 
will have been entirely shipped out of 
Norway by the time the new fishing 
season opens, about the middle of next 
February, so that the opening quota- 
tions of the new season will depend 
altogether upon the prospects of the 
new catch. 

Our correspondent in Aalesund has 
advised us further as follows:— 

Aalesund, Oct. 29, 1912. 

Stocks in Norway in first hands are very 
small. Owing to the recent rise in industrial 
oils, there has been quite a little business in 
crude medicinal oil which tends to show that 
at low prices cod liver oil is demanded in 
hitherto unknown quarters.

ERGOT.—A _ further stiffening of 
prices is reported in the primary mar- 
kets for both Russian and Spanish 
grades as a result of additional ad- 
vices from the producing districts, tell- 
ing of no improvement in the new crop 
situation. In the local market, how- 
ever, there has been no reflection of 
this continued upward movement 
abroad except in the firm views ex- 
pressed by the holders who are re- 
fusing to shade $1.30 for either Rus- 
sian or German varieties and $1.65 for 
the Spanish description. Several sales 
of fair-sized lots have been made at 
these figures. 

FUSEL OIL.—Though the possibility 
of further imports of this commodity 
from Russia was threatened at the out- 
set of the week by fear of a serious 
clash between that country and Aus- 
tria, all uneasiness on that score has 
recently been eliminated by the re- 
sumption of pacific relations between 
these nations and the prospect for a 
speedy ending of the war between the 
Balkan States and Turkey, through 
the acknowledged defeat of the lat- 
ter’s arms and the virtual surrender of 
Constantinople and other Turkish 
cities which will presumably be fol- 
lowed by intervention on the part of 
the powers for the purpose of obviating 
complications through- 
out Europe. Purchasing operations in 
both crude and refined oil continue to 
reach large proportions as extensive 
contracting for 1913 deliveries is being 
added to the buying of spot goods. 
Though most local holders are main- 
taining their prices on the crude grade 
at $2.40, there are some offerings here 
at $2.30. Refined oil is generally quoted 
at $2.75 and some holders of amyl ace- 
tate have shaded this figure to $2.65 
for the latter commodity.

GLYCERINE.—Buying of the C. P. 
grades continues very heavy as the 
drug trade is still engaged in laying 
in its winter supply. Refiners are 
therefore holding their prices very 
firmly on the bulk basis of 20c. in 
drums and barrels and at 2lc. in cans. 
Though there has been a seasonable 
slackening in the purchasing of the 
dynamite grade there has been no shad- 
ing of prices on the part of domestic 
or foreign manufacturers, the former 
still holding firmly their quotation of 
19c., with cost of drums included.

MENTHOL.—Although several mod- 


erate arrivals of new crop goods have 


reached the local market within the 
week they have been instantly 
absorbed by consumers who had con- 
tracted for them several weeks ago,

This scarcity of 
the commodity is reported alike in all 
the leading centers abroad, as well as 
in this country, and attempts to pur- 
chase even the meager supplies in this 
market were made early in the week 
by Hamburg merchants.

while the local handlers continue to 
hold their prices very firmly for the 
high quality beans of this yield. As to 
the future course of prices, however, 
much depends upon the markets for 
the Bourbon beans, which already 
show a declining tendency as the re- 
sult of liberal arrivals of new crop 
beans. It is now generally conceded 
that the new crop of Mexican beans 
will be inferior to the 1911-1912 yield in 
both weight and quality though it is 
thought likely that the later curings 
will be better than those which will 
first be prepared for the market, be- 
cause of the fact that fecundation oc- 
curred so exceptionally late in some 
districts of the producing territory in 
Vera Cruz to enable a large number 
of the beans to benefit by the rains 
which broke the long-continued 
drought toward the end of the flower- 
ing season. Buying of green pica- 
duras or cuts of the 1912-1913 crop is 
well under way and some curers are 
already offering these new crop cuts 
for January delivery. Especial activity 
along this line and in the buying of 
the green cuts is noted in the Gutier- 
rez-Zamora district. The reported es- 
cape from a federal prison of General 
Diaz, who led the recent rebellion 
against the Madero forces, which ended 
soon after the occupation of Vera Cruz 
by the rebel troops commanded by him, 
is not inspiring any uneasiness on the 
part of the shippers in that region, as 
it is not thought likely that the de- 
feated leader will attempt another coup 
d'etat, and it is also perceived that 
even in the event of another occupation 
of Vera Cruz no great inconvenience 
would be suffered, as practically all of 
the old crop goods have now been 
shipped, and it will be several months 
before the new crop is ready for ship- 
ment. Local operators are offering 
comparatively cheap Mexican beans at 
$3.50@4, but are holding out for $5 on 
the best quality.

Opinions in leading trade quarters re- 
veal little change in the extent of busi- 
ness compared with conditions at the 
beginning of the month. It is admitted 
that the run of inquiries is not up to 
October, but this is not unusual after 
contract renewals have been made and 
the production of many factories has 
been sold up for months ahead. The 
eall for regular contract deliveries is 
reported active and arrivals in most 
every instance have passed readily into 
industrial channels. An exception is 
taken to the bleach market, where im- 
porters are rapidly catching up with 
contracts, and the supply on spot has 
gradually expanded at the expense of 
prices. Chlorate manufacturers an- 
nounce 1913 contract prices unchanged. 
Calcined carbonate of potash 96@98 per 
cent. is being shaded by second hands. 
Caustic soda presents a slightly firmer 
appearance, and there is less evidence 
of competitive tactics. In some quar- 
ters it was stated that steps have been 
taken by producers to hold caustic soda 
prices at prevailing levels. The ex- 
treme dullness in nitrate of lead has re- 
sulted in price shading, but no appre- 
ciable improvement has taken place in 
the extent of business. Second hands 
are below makers’ views on_ white 
granular sal ammoniac, other grades 
are very firm at old prices. White ar- 
senic is steady on spot, but there is not 
sufficient demand to test future prices. 
Oxalic acid is quoted higher in some 
quarters, while in others old prices are 
acceptable. Copper sulphate is meeting 
with improved inquiry, and it is under- 
stood that transactions involving some 
magnitude are pending. Below is a de- 
tailed market report of the principal 
items of chemical interest, also sum- 
maries of the Liverpool, London and 
Antwerp chemical markets. 

Heavy Chemicals. 


BICARBONATE OF SODA. — The 
market shows no deviation from its 
even course and business is reported 
normal both for prompt and future 
shipments. There is a steady eall for 
deliveries on outstanding contracts and 
makers are not burdened with heavy 
accumulations. Sellers quote on the 
basis of le. for balk, 1.10c. for kegs, 
f. o. b. works, and 1-5c. more for goods 
delivered in the local territory. 

BLEACHING POWDER.—Spot offer- 
ings have shown a moderate increase 
during the interval, and the market 
has displayed a _ slightly easier ten- 
deney. Spot prime has sold at 1.30¢., 
representing a net decline of 5e. per 
ewt. Demand is reported fair, with pa- 
per mills calling for steady deliveries 
on standing contracts. Importations 
for September amounted to 6,559,096 
pounds, valued at $52,561, compared 
with 6,370,875 pounds, valued at $50,000, 
for the same month last year. impor- 
tations for nine months ending with 
September were 55,074,235 pounds, 
valued at $440,743, compared with 62,- 
301,533 pounds, valued at $501,193, and 
72,361,381 pounds, valued at $567,264, for 
like periods in 1911 and 1910 re- 
spectively. 

CAUSTIC SODA. No appreciable 
change in prices can be noted in this 
item. Sellers report a steady demand 
for various industrial purposes and the 
general market presents a firmer tone, 
with less competition in evidence. At 
the close offerings were obtainable at 
1.50@1.55e. on the basis of 60 per cent. 
for 70 and 78 per cent., and 60 per cent. 
at 1.60@1.65c. 

SAL SODA.—Additional lots are at- 
tracting seasonable attention at full 
figures, and the combined movement 
through regular contract channels com- 
pares favorably with other years at 
this time. Sellers quote .60c. and up 
f. o. b. works for barrels, less the usual 
discount terms. Spot lots of concen- 
trated are available on the basis" of 
l%c. and up, according to quantity, 
seller and terms of sale. 

SALT CAKE.—Increased activities at 
consuming points are reflected in 
better demand for this item and ship- 
ments to the Blass, color and other 
trades are well up to the seasonable 
average. Car lots are bringing .55c. 
for bulk, f. o. b. works. 

SODA ASH.—Inquiries of steady sea- 
sonable character are noted from in- 
dustrial sources and dealers are book- 
ing considerable business for prompt 
and future shipments. Former prices 
may be repeated. Light 58 per cent. is 
held at 60c. per 100 pounds basis of 48 
per cent. in bulk, 65¢c. basis of 48 per 





cent. in bags, 70c. basis of 48 per cent. 
in barrels, carload lots f. o. b. makers’ 
works. The 48 per cent. test is quoted 
at 70c. per 100 pounds in bulk, 75c. per 
100 pounds in bags and 8s0c. per 1(0 
pounds in barrels, carload lots f. o. b. 
makers’ works. Less than carload lots 
are quoted at 5c. per 100 pounds basis 
of 48 per cent. over carload quotations. 

SULPHIDE OF SODA.—Manufactur- 
ing consumers are calling for their 
regular contract allotments and a fair 
additional inquiry is also reported for 
moderate lots. Consignments from Liy- 
erpool to Boston have shown an in- 
ecrease of late. Prices may be repeated 
at 1%c. for 30 per cent. crystals in bar- 
rels and 2\%4c. for 60 per cent. fused or 
broken in iron barrels f. 0. b. New 
York. 

Acids. 

ACETIC.—Leading makers continue 
to offer carlots of 28 per cent. at 2c. 
in barrels and smaller quantities have 
brought as high as 2.40c. Glacial 99% 
per cent. is held at 8%c. in a large 
way, and 9@9%c. for small lots. Busi- 
ness is reported active for 28 per cent. 
and a fair car lot business is said have 
been placed with the paint, color, 
textile and allied trades, 

HYDROFLUORIC.—A moderate call 
is noted,for shipments for glass etch- 
ing purposes, but sales are mostly con- 
fined to small quantities. Sellers quote 
3@3%c. for 30 per cent. in barrels, 6c. 
for 48 per cent. in carboys and 6%4c. 
for 52 per cent. in carboys. 

MURIATIC.—A persistent demand is 
reported for glue and metal trade re- 
quirements and a steady movement 
continues in progress. Sales to the 
sugar, textile and color trades are also 
of satisfactory proportions. Spot is 
held at 1.15c. up to 1.85¢e. for 18 degrees 
in carboys, according to quantity and 
seller. 

NITRIC.—Strength in basic mate- 
rials and a steady demand from con- 
suming sources have kept the acid mar- 
ket in firm tendency. Sellers quote spot 
36 degrees at 3%@4'%ec., according to 
quantity and seller; other strengths 
are proportionately higher. 

OXALIC.—A moderate amount of 
spot business is reported on the basis 
of 8c., but consumers show little desire 
to operate freely. Future business is 
slow, but sellers’ views are firm at 7%e. 
It is believed the recent revision in fu- 
ture prices has tended to temporarily 
check consuming interest. Importa- 
tions for September were 577,143 pounds, 
valued at $29,102, compared with 548,764 
pounds, valued at $25,587, for the same 
month in 1911. Importations for nine 
months ending September £0 were 5,481,- 
884 pounds, valued at $274,683. 

SULPHURIC.—A_ steady seasonable 
inquiry is reported from well distrib- 
uted consuming sources, but there have 
been no developments to occasion a 
change in prices. The export trade for 
September amounted to 1,260,278 pounds, 
valued at $10,100, compared with 400,217 
pounds, valued at $4,701, for the same 
month last year. Exports for nine 
months ending September were 8,105,997 
pounds, valued at $72,400, compared with

Atlanta, Ga., Nov. 14, 1912. 
_ While there has been little increase in trad- 
ing in fertilizer materials in the Atlanta mar- 
ket the past two weeks, conditions are regarded 
as much improved and significant of sub- 
stantial business in the near future The ad 
vance in the price of cotton has brought about 


a better feeling and given the market a 
brighter aspect. Prices, however, remain un- 
changed. Prime meal is still quoted at $24 
Atlanta, though there is considerable ‘‘off’’ 


meal on the market which may be had at $1 
to $1.50 less than that figure. Notes mature 
now within a few days and the indications are 
that collections will be good. 

The State Department of Agriculture issued 
this week its annual fertilizer bulletin, showing 
total sales for the year of 1,103,864 tons of com- 
mercial fertilizers and 121,236 tons of cotton 
seed meal, or about 8 per cent. less than the 
consumption of the season of 1910-11. These 
figures are based on the inspection tags sold 
by the department, none of which are re- 
deemed. and are accurate to that extent. The 
approximate value of the fertilizers consumed 
in Georgia during the season ended October 1, 
is put at $25,471,888, of which the value of 
cottonseed meal is placed at $3,394.€08 and the 
balance commercial fertilizers.
